Top American officials have 
warned Israel that passage of the 
“Who is a Jew” amendment 
could damage relations between 
this country and the U.S., in- 
formed sources in Jerusalem 
said last night. 

Deputy Secretary of State 
John Whitehead told Mayor 
Teddy Kollek in Washington 
this week that American Jews 
are undergoing a trauma caused 
by Israeli coalition negotiations 
concerning the Law of Return.

SOFIA -- Shulamit Shamir, the Bul- 
garian-born wife of Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, met here yesterday 
with Bulgarian leader Todor Shiv- 
kov at a symposium on this coun- 
try's efforts to save its Jewish citi- 

zens during the Holocaust. 

The two shook hands, exchanged 
greetings in Bulgarian, and sat op- 
posite each other during the discus- 
sion.

Shivkov, who himself fought to 
save Jews from deportation to Nazi 
death camps in 1943, had sent warm 
greetings to the opening session of 
the round-table conference on “The 
Saving of the Bulgarian Jews 1941-- 
44," 


He had no plans to meet with the 
Jewish delegates who had arrived 
here from all over the world. How- 
ever, in order to avoid a private 
meeting with Shamir, a former Bul- 
garian citizen, he to see all 
those who had received an official 
invitation,

World Jewish Congress, did meet 
privately with Shivkov, but was re-

At the symposium, Shivkoy spoke 
for an hour on the Bulgarian role in 
saving Bulgarian Jews from depor- 
tation; on the part played by Jewish 
communists in the fight for freedom;

There are some 5,000 Jews in Bul- 
garia today, 3,200 of them in Sofia. 
They have only one synagogue, 
which urgently needs renovation. A 
small beit midrash or study room is 
used for Shabbat prayers, which are 
usually attended by about 20 
people.

“It’s total deprivation. They have 
been disconnected from a useful 
support system a civilized society 
tries to provide. We're going to pay 
a price for this,” Redlener says. 

Rediener treats 200 homeless 
children a week from two medical 
vans that are pediatric clinics on 
wheels. Half the patients lack immu- 
nization and many suffer from ear 
infections and asthma, Redlener 


Says. 

“We're killing a generation of 
very poor kids," says Robert Hayes, 
founder of New York’ 's Coalition for 
the Homeless. “It's an abandon- 
ment of the most fragile people to 
the most devastating of 
environments.”

The PLO’s reference to UN 
resolutions leaves many 
questions unanswered. 
Walter Ruby reports from 
Algiers 


THE 19th Palestine National Council (PNC), 
which ended here Tuesday night, managed to 
be simultaneously the long awaited moment of 
transcendence for the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO), and a reassertion of the 
maddening ambiguity and indecisiveness for 
which the organization has been known for 
much of its 24-year history. 

By proclaiming the State of Palestine with 
an undeniably compelling Declaration of In- 
dependence that evoked images of Philadel- 
phia, 1776. and Tel Aviv, 1948, the PNC 
transformed the parameters of the Israeli-Pal-’ 
estinian conflict in ways that are only begin- 
ning to be defined. 

Certainly the Declaration of Independence, 
together with the intifada, effectively sets 
siege to what the PLO calls “the mind of 
official Israel." which has sought to deny the 
possibility of any consummation of Palestinian 
nationhood. 

But after trotting out high-level spokesmen 
to inform the world media that it was prepared 
to render Israel's diplomatic defences almost 
untenable by fully and unequivocally embrac- 
ing UN Security Council Resolution 242, and 
by largely foreswearing terrorism, the PLO 
pulled back from the brink. By doing so, it 
strengthened, at least for the time being, the 
hand of those in Israel who argued somewhat 
disingenuously that the sum product of the 
19th PNC represent “nothing new.” 

Some mainstream PLO leaders suggested 
that the last minute pulling back from a full 
embrace of 242 represented necessary seman- 
tic concessions to the hard-liners within the 
PNC who might otherwise have walked out 
and fractured the tenuous unity of the 
movement. 

But the suspicion existed among a good part 
of the international media covering the PNC 
that they had becn the victims of a highly 
sophisticated disinformation campaign. . 

These suspicions were heightened when, 
despite repeated promises to the contrary, the 
PLO failed to provide a French or English text 
of the long awaited political document in 
which the breathlessly heralded changes on 
242 and terrorism were to be spelled out. Even 
the Arabic text of the political statement was 
held back until the morning after the Declara- 
tion of Independence — long after stories had 
been dispatched around the world heralding 
the PLO’s imminent acceptance of the United 
States’ conditions for negotiations. 

In private comments, members of the West- 
erm media here admitted that they had a fair 
amount of egg on their faces, although many 
seemed to feel less resentment at the PLO's- 
agi deceit than rueful consternation that

In fact, the PLO did make a clear assertion 
in its political statement that it supports the 
convening of an international peace confer- 
ence “on the basis of UN Security Council 242 
and 338.” This was a crucial change of empha- 
sis from the position Arafat had articulated 
since earlier this year that the PLO accepts 242 
and 338, together with all other UN resolu- 
tions relevant to the Palestinian problem. 

True, the final Arabic-language version of 
the PNC political statement retained the refer- 
ence to “all relevant UN resolutions concern- 
ing the Palestinian problem," as well an affir- 
mation of the right of the Palestinians to self- 
determination and to participate in an 
international conference on an equal footing 
with other participants, and of the “inadmissi- 
bility of taking land by force or military inva- 
sion.” 

But despite these caveats, the clear basing 
of a settlement with Israel on 242 means that 
the PLO is now on record as accepting the 
postulate that the eventual settlement must be 
based on the principle that al] states in the 
region -- including Israel — “have the right to 
live in within secure boundaries.” 

Indeed, as Ibrahim Abu Lughod, a PNC 
member from the U.S. put it: “It is our 
Declaration of Independence that helps make 
possible our acceptance of 242. We are declar- 
ing that Palestine is also a state, which like all 
others in the region is entitled to live in peace 
within secure boundaries.” 

Qbscured by the dust-up over 242. was. an 


even more direct signalling of the PLO's im- ἡ 


plicit acceptance. of .a two state solution,- 
namely its backhanded endorsement of Gen- 
eral Assembly Resolution 181: the 1947 Parti- 
tion Plan resolution which was so dramatically 
rejected by the Palestinian side in 1947, thus 
precipitating Israel's War of Independence. 
The relevant passage in the Palestinian Dec- 
laration of ledependence reads: “Despite the 
historic injustice inflicted on the Palestinian 
Arab people resulting in their dispersion and 
depriving them of their right to self-determi- 
nation, following upon UN General Assembly 
Resolution 181 i947). which partitioned Pal- 
estine into two states, one Arab, one Jewish, 
yet it is this Resolution that still provides those 
conditions of intemational legitimacy that en- 
sure the right of the Palestinian Arab people 
to sovereignty and national independence.”

THE INCLUSION of this belated endorse- 
ment of 181 in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence puts even the hardest-line PLO ele- 
ments, like George Habash’s Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), at 
least implicitly on record in support of the 
principle of partition and a two-state solution, 
even though Habash quickly announced that 
he continues to reject 242 and recognition of 
Israel, and to support armed struggie. 

Dr. Jerome Segal, the American Jewish 
professor who is widely credited with being 
the first to have urged the PLO to unilaterally 
declare an independent state, was concerned 
that the significance of the PLO’s embrace of 
181 was being overlooked. 

“Let us not forget that 41 years ago the 
Arab world walked out of the UN General 
Assembly when the Partition Resolution was 
passed. But in the Declaration of Indepen- 
denice they point out that Resolution 181 pro- 
vided for an Arab state and a Jewish state, they 
state that 181 is still valid international law; and 
they invoke 181 as providing the basis for their 
existence. Thus, 41 years of Palestinian histo- 
ry have been reversed. They have accepted 
the basic principle of partition. Israelis should 
join them in celebration.” 

Perhaps so, but there was unlikely to be 
much uncorking of champagne bottles, even 
on the Israeli left, until the PLO explicitly 
Tenounces armed struggle, and announces that 
its acceptance of 242 represents recognition of

ULTIMATELY, the question of whether the 
Palestinian movement can set aside its burning 
set of grievances and find ihe ee bs he 
acefully in perpetuity alongside ἃ Jewis! 
Le sll firmly ensconced in Jaffa and Haifa, 
Nazereth. and Jerusalem, was not clearly an- 
swered in Algiers. There was a clearly com- 
municated sense of resentment from even the 
most “moderate” of PLO spokesmen that 
they were repeatedly being pressed to go be- 
yond a position which Arafat said was “85 far 
as we can go” and make explicit what was 
implicit. 

Yasser Abed Rabbo, a Fatah member of 
the PLO executive committee, said forthright- 
ly that the new PLO stand represents "ἃ major 
change in our position.... We are stating clear- 
ly that we support the principle of two states. 
But when asked whether the new stand 
amounted to tacit recognition of Israel, Rabbo 
responded heatedly: “What do you want more 
than saying 242 and the principle of two states 
according to resolution 181.... Isn't that clear 
enough?" 

Pressed as to whether Israelis could have 
confidence that the PLO leadership had recon- 
ciled itself in its heart to a West Bank and 
Gaza state, Edward Said, the Columbia Uni- 
versity professor and PNC leader, said some- 
what diffidently, “I can’t talk hearts and the 
confidence of Israelis. There is a political real- 
ity which is quite powerful: and [if I were you) 
LT would settle my mind on that.” 

Other Palestinian leaders restated a trad- 
tional PLO position: that, despite ail its con- 
cessions, the PLO had to hold back recogni- 
tion of Israel as its final bargaining card — and 
expressed concern that they could be double- 
crossed by the the U.S. if they put it all on the 
line prematurely. Abu Lughod said the Pales- 
tinian position was “ἃ starter for negotiations” 
and that if the PLO explicitly met the U.S. 
conditions, it could find itself “locked into the 
ridiculous position where we get nothing.” 


BUT THERE WAS also a deeper element 
involved in the apparent Palestinian reluc- 
tance to play the card that could trigger an 
international chain reaction that could spell 
finis to Shamir's dream of a Greater Land of 
Israel: There was an evident realization by the 
PLO teadership that although full acceptance 
of the American conditions was the only way 
for an immediate breakthrough to negotia- 
tions, there is a limit to how much the Pales- 
tinjan ie can absorb at one time. 
According to Khaled el-Hassan, head of the 
PNC Foreign Relations Committee, “The 
problem is that you always ask us to do the 
recognizing, but you don’t ask the others. You 
ask that the existing [state] be recognized by 
the non-existing, which is illogical -- and de- 
‘spite ail of the feeling part of the problem.”

ALGIERS - The head of the For- 
vign Relations Committee of the 
Palestine National Council (PNC), 
Khaled el-Hassan. said that the de- 
cisions reached at the Algiers con- 
ference represent a Palestinian en- 
dorsement of ἃ two-state solution. 

But Hassan, one of the two lead- 
ing ideologists of Fatah (the other, 
of course. is Yasser Arafat), ac- 
knowledged in an exclusive inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post that 
he himself hopes and believes that 
{fsrael and the future Palestinian 
state will one day merge into a dem- 
ocratic secular state. 

During our dinner at the heavily 
guarded guest-house provided for 
him near the Club des Pins confer- 
ence centre, Hassan made no at- 
tempt to mask his intense antipathy 
for Israelis and Zionists. He said bis 
family had once been the caretakers 
of the shnne of Ehyah in Haifa, and 
expressed bitterness that Ashkenazi 
Jews from abroad should have the 
right to settle in Israel while his own 
Tight to return was denied. 

Despite his excoriation of Israel 
and Zionists as the primary evil in 
the world. Hassan was very gracious 
to me. even though I had been 
brought to his villa unannounced by 
a Jordanian colleague late in the 


evening and had made no attempt to 
disguise my identity. I even said at 
one point that I considered myself to 
be a Zionist. His tone softened ap- 
preciably when we began our formal 
interview, although he did not alter 
his presentation of the PLO political 
programme in any way. 


I ASKED HIM why the PNC had 
reversed earlier indications that it 
would endorse UN Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338 as the basis 
for a peace conference without any 
qualifications, coming out instead 
with a much more ambiguous state- 
ment that endorsed 242 and 338, but 
also spoke of “‘all (other) relevant 
UN resolutions concerning the Pal- 
estiniaa problem.” 

He replied that that the wording 
was crafted very carefully.“ Don't 
forget, we have to sell it to our 
people. 

“ The statement says. ‘The inter- 
national conference will be held on 
the basis of 242 and 338 — full stop. 
But inside the conference, we will 
have to talk about the Palestinian 
question according to all that which 
is related to international legality 
(such as previous UN 
resolutions)".~

What does 
two states in one country mean? 

“Besides,” he added, “how will 
whether or not we recognize Israel 
really affect Israel's existence? 
Whether or oct we Palestinians 
guarantee Israel's existence, the 
question is, who really needs such 
guarantees in practical terms — the 
stronger or the weaker?” 

“Secondly, recognition is an act of 
sovereignty. What is the value of rec- 
ognition from a body that does not 
yet have sovereignty? The first par- 
liament may say no -- and all of our 
premises can go to hell. 

“ Also, if we announced our rec- 
ognition now, I am sure the Israelis 
would say. “We don't care about 
that." They've said it before. Shamir 
said it, Begin said it, and Golda 
Meir even said, ‘I am horrified when 
I go to bed at night tu think how 
many Palestinian children will be 
born tonight in the camps.’ So it 
should be a mutual recognition as a 
result of successful negotiations.” 


DOES HASSAN BELIEVE that 
the PLO's political statement will be 
enough to move the U.S.to open 
discussions with the PLO? 

“Yes, if they are sincere. If they 
are not serious, whatever we say, 
they will say, ‘This is not the exact 
wording we want.’ I think that with 
the new U.S.- Soviet detente, there 
is seriousness. But unti] now, the 
Americans say no to an independent 
state and self-determination.” 

Still. Hassan is pleased with the 
initial worid response to the PNC. 

“ The press response was good, 
and so was the European response, 
including that of Britain; which is as 
big an enemy as the Americans.” 

‘Why had the PLO not set up a 
provisional government? 

“We think the timing is a little 
early; that it starts immediately after 
the inauguration of Bush. 

“We know the policy of the U.S. 
is not made by one man, although 
personality and knowledge makes a 
difference. For sure, Bush knows 
much, much more than Reagan; 
who 1 am sure until now does not 
know what is a Palestinian. But 
Bush knows — he was the CLA direc- 
tor, so he knows. And James Baker 
definitely knows,” 

Does the PLO expect Syria to rec- 
ognize the new state? 

“No,” be replied, “and we don't 
even want it. I think Syria has lost all

WASHINGTON - In the short 
term, Yasser Arafat and his PLO 
have clearly failed in their drive to 


establish an open dialogue with the

In Algiers, the PLO may not have | 


accepted the U.S. conditions, State 
Department spokesmen conceded. 
but it moved closer to accepting 
them.

Israeli officials and their Ameri- 
can supporters, therefore, should 
take little comfort in their apparent 
ability to overcome the dramatic

Although the Big Issues of territo- 
ry and peace dominated the cam- 
paign, it is far from certain that 
these were what people voted 
about. “The people in Ramla are 
almost all fanatical Likudniks,” said 
one of the few Labour voters in 
town. “Most of them have no idea 
what the Likud platform is. The eth- 
nic element is the main reason for 
their vote.” 

Economic issues also played a 
stronger role than political issues for 
many. "Ἵ voted for Likud after a 
process of elimination,” said an εἰ- 
derly, Polish-born retailer in Tet 
Aviv, who declined to give his 
name. “I don’t believe in socialism — 
people aren't born equal. And I'm 
not an extreme nationalist or reli- 
gious. Not that I'm so happy with 
Likud’s economic policies in the 
past but I can’t vote for the left.” 

The retailer, the first person to be 
interviewed, told the reporter that 
he would likely find one common 
thread in the interviews to be con- 
ducted —dissatisfaction with the 
election results because of the heavy 
ultra-religious vote. He was correct. 


EVERY LABOUR voter inter- 
viewed said that if Labour couldn't 
win he would have preferred a clear 
Likud majority to a Likud govern- 
ment dependent on the ultra-Ortho- 
dox. Every Likud voter interviewed 
likewise expressed regret at this de- 
pendence and anger at the ultra- 
Orthodox. “What Likud victory?" 
said one. “It's no victory when the 
faredim are in a position to squeeze 
us dry.” 

The strong haredi showing elicit- 
ed a latent anger, indeed fury, 
against them that was at least as 
strong among Likud supporters as 
among Labourites. 

“They haredim say they want 
equality,” said the Likudnik Tel 
Aviv retailer, “but they want the 
seculars to be the suckers who work 
and serve in the army while giving 
them the money for their veshivas. 
If they want equality, they should 
serve in the army and in combat 
units where they are in danger. 
Their claim that they do serve after 
. deferment is just a big bluff. To the 
extent that any of them serve, it's 
with the rabbinate. I'm from a reli- 
gious home in Warsaw myself and I 
have nothing against religion but 
this is just a joke." 

Sitting outside bis small restau- 
rant in the Afridar Quarter of Ash- 
kelon, Labour supporter Shmuel 
Yadovsky voiced certainty that reli- 
gious coercion was inevitable, de- 
spite haredi protestations that such 
not their intent. “I don't fear na- 
tionalist extremism — if there was 
that we would have seen a large vote 


for Moledet and Tehiya. But I'm 
convinced that there will be reli- 
gious coercion. Perhaps not in one 
blow, but it will come. Restaurants 
around here are open on Shabbat.

THE ELECTION resuits were par- 
ticularly depressing for kibbutzim.

of the secretariat of Kibbutz Beert in 
the northern Negev. “*As recently as 
five years ago, there was a sense of 
optimism that we were on the right 
path — industrialization, technology. 
There was always someone to pay 
the bill for failure: the government, 
Histadrut, Hevrat Ovdim.

Rabbi Ovadia Yosef talks to David Landau and Haim Shapiro 


RABBI OVADIA YOSEF plans to take to the cam- 
paign trail again, God willing, in nine months time. 
“Someone has already arranged to put a helicopter at 
my disposal,” be told The Jerusalem Post cheerfully 
yesterday. 

He hopes, of course, that the Likud-led govern- 
ment, with his own Shas party firmly inside it, will still 
be in power in nine months time. So he won't be 
electioneering as he helihops around the country. 

"But you just cannot imagine the enthusiasm, the 
joy, which greeted my every appearance during the 
campaign. How people flocked to kiss my hand, to 
touch the hem of my gown, to be near me. 

"This is out of love for the Tora. The spark has never 
dimmed among the edot hamizrah. 

"And at the end of every meeting, everyone would 
stand and accept the yoke of the Kingdom of Heaven. 
They would recite Shema Yisrael and Hashem hu 
haElokim with tears in their eyes. Of course, not 
everone was Orthodox, and not everyone was going to 
vote Shas. 

"But I said, that is unimportant. The main thing is 
that there was a great kiddush haShem (sanctification 
of God). And I said we've got to continue doing this, 
often, not just at election time. Elul, the month of 
repentance before Rosh Hashana, is a good time...” 


RABBI YOSEF is relaxed and jovial now. Gone is 
the emotional tension and physical strain of those 
hectic days when he and his party were wavering 
between Labour's blandishments and Likud's entice- 
ments. He is confident that he has done the right 
thing, and at peace with himself. 

How, we asked, does one take such a fateful deci- 
sion, knowing that the future of the country is in one’s 
hands ? “God standeth in the divine assembly;” he 
replied, “in the midst of the judges he gives judge- 
ment.’ (Psalms 82) God promised Abraham, as the 
Midrash tells us, that He will be present among us 
when we sit in judgement. 

“Our Council of Tora Sages comprises four talmidei 
hahamim. And we now have, thank God, six Knesset 
members. 

“Together — ten: an eda (assembly). I fully believe 
that God guided us i our decision-making. “The Lord 

is good unto them that hope for him.’ (Lamentations 
3,25) “We.had grave hesitations. Labour offered us 
very important portfolios. Especially the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs, in addition to Interior and Housing. 
You can do a very great deal through the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs. And I know from my term as Chief 
Rabbi what goes on there... 

"They promised us "Who is a Jew,’ or the Rabbinical 
Courts Law -- whatever we wanted... 

"The other side, the Likud, offered us less. In fact at 
first they were distinctly cool to us, because they 
thought they had us in their pocket. 

“But it wasn't a matter of who was better. Mainly, 
our consideration was that most of our voters, mem- 
bers of the edot hamizrah, harbour a most heartfelt 
hatred for Labour, for everything Labour did to them, 
how they neglected them, how they were depressed 
and were forced to educate their children irreligiously. 
And the children turmned-their backs on their parents,- 

“on their traditions: This was ‘not how ‘it tised 'tbé τὰ 
δι la’aretz; where there was respect, and tradition.” 
And wages were kept depressed.:: they-saw scarce! 
any comfort and consolation in their lives. Their 
hearts filled with hatred. 

“At all the rallies where I spoke during the cam- 
paign, people would shout: "For God's sake don’t go 
with Labour.’ "We did not want to do something that 
our voters so clearly opposed. The letters and cables 
streamed in...” 

WE ASKED whether it was not his task to heal this 
decades-old hatred. 

"That was not the only consideration. There was 
also the matter of uprooting settlements. Some of our 
voters live in the settlements, you know. Labour 
promised that they would not uproot settlements. But 
they are committed to withdrawal -- and it wouldn't be 
in their hands...” 

We asked about Rabbi Yosef's reported modera- 
tion regarding the territories.

"Well if. God forbid, holding on to the territories 
was to result in war, then I would say that pikuuh 
nefesh (saving life) takes priority. But that is not the 
case at this time. Lots of generals say. in fact. that the 
opposite is the case. That ceding territory would bring 
the threat of war nearer. Certain generals came round 
to talk to me, to persuade me of this. No, Id rather 
not name them. 

“Anyway, if the time comes and we have to devide, 
we will weigh up the options according to Halacha and 
study expert advice. 

“The Labour position, on the other hand, prejudges 
the issue. And of course the Arabs know that this is 
their position, that they want to offload the territories. 
and that has consequences too... 

"No. I do not see the present situation necessarily 
leading to a deterioration. Lf a strong hand were 
applied.... Perhaps Mr. Rabin would have applied it. 
had he not been hamstrung.... 

Sharon says it would take him three months to quell 
the uprising.” 

We noted that Sharon said Lebanon would take him 
48 hours.

AT a time when even Moscow, historically the 
capital of Newspeak and brutal secretiveness, 
is beginning to open up, enlightened Jerusa- 
lem is being assaulted by narrow-minded but 
politically influential operatives who contend 
that, in order to survive, an open society must 
deny itself freedom of information and argu- 
ment. Their main target, now as before. is 
state television, the most powerful of the me- 
dia, which is said to have become a tool in the 
hands of Israel’s enemies. 

Israel, facing as it still does deadly enemies, 
has willingly placed restrictions on the release 
of information that might be damaging to its 
security. Military censorship is accepted as a 
necessary evil, and there is general agreement 
that incitement to the commission of crime, 
such as terrorism, does not merit the protec- 
tion of the law. Such limited restrictions do 
not, however, satisfy the internal enemies of 
Israel's open society. 

What they would like the people to believe 
is that the publication of any item of informa- 
tion they consider too unpleasant to broad- 
cast, and the expression of any opinion they 
view as unacceptably hostile, must be cen- 
sored if not altogether banned. And that, to 
help change reality, terminologies may be al- 
tered at will and forced upon the Israeli 
public. 

When the defence minister, Yitzhak Rabin, 
asked the Broadcasting Authority's director- 
general, Uri Porat, earlier this week that the 
PNC's conference on Tuesday not be played 
up on television and radio, he was within his 
rights and his request was entirely sensible. 
Mr. Rabin was anxious to minimize the rioting 
that was expected to break out in the territo- 
fies following the declaration of a Palestinian 
state, and to that end he was sending a large 
number of troops to maintain peace and quiet. 
The relay of riotous scenes of joy from Algiers 
would have undermined the effort of the 
troops. 

The minister's specific request was, howev- 
er, quite modest: that only a small portion of 
the Yasser Arafat's speech and the proceed- 
ings of the conference be broadcast. In seem- 
ingly consenting, the dictatorial Mr. Porat 
ordered a veritable blackout of the confer- 


ence. Israel Television's virgin screen would 
not be ravished by any speeches nor speakers 
from Algiers. There would be no interviews, 
commentaries, discussions or even comments 
on the conference, except by state officials. 
Until further notice, pictures from Algiers 
would only be permitted as background, and 
that only fleetingly. for specialist reporters" 
accounts. 

That way, Mr. Porat reasoned. and that 
way only, would it be possible for television 
and radio to report the goings on in Algiers 
without helping to spread PLO propaganda. 

All hell very nearly broke loose in Televi- 
sion House when these instructions were 
passed around, and then Educational TV up- 
staged Mr. Porat by going its own way, violat- 
ing all the taboos that the director-general had 
sought to inflict on his underlings. The orders 
were slightly amended, as a result. But only 
slightly. And the orders are still in force. Until 
further notice. 

Were it to depend on the ΓΒΑ 5 two super- 
visory public bodies, the small management 
committee and the larger plenum, these or- 
ders would from now on form the generally 
applicable rules of conduct in television and 
radio. For the rightwing majorities on both of 
these bodies fully support the super-patriotic 
Mr. Porat, when they do not actually out- 
Porat him. If it were up to the IBA’s deputy 
chairman, Shlomo Kor, the Palestine Nation- 
al Council, for example, would be called not 
by its name but by his own preferred equiva- 
lent, the Council of Terrorist Organizations. 
Perhaps he takes his queue from those Arab 
countries where Israel is still known as the 
-“Zionist entity.” 

The conclusion is sad, but apparently ines- 
capable. Israel's State Television and Radio 
are being transformed from purveyors of reli- 
able information and forums of free expres- 
sion to instruments of government propagan- 
da. Not the open society, but government-. 
managed information is to be the order of the 
new day in an IBA lorded over by Mr. Porat 
and his like-minded political supervisors. The 
need for an independent Second Channel, not 
subject to government whims, has never been 
greater nor more urgent. 


Sobering signs 


AN unemployment rate of 7 per cent.is ‘just 
: not good enough,” Princeton Univeisity Pro- 


fessor Alan Binder recently observed, in re-_ 


ferring to the American economy. On 
Wednesday this week Labour Minister Moshe 
Katsav disclosed that Israel's joblessness rate 
reached 7.2 per cent last month. A day earlier 
the Central Bureau of Statistics had reported 
a 2.4 per cent jump in the Consumer Price 
Index for October, which made it virtually 
certain that the 1988 inflation rate would ex- 
ceed the 15-16 per cent rises of the previous 
two years. 

As if to place these worrisome figures in 
context, the government's chief statistician, in 
unveiling the 1987 Statistical Yearbook, yes- 
terday estimated that economic growth in 
1988 would be down from 5 percent last year 
to near zero. 

The unemployment figures alone are cause 
for grave concern in a country whose very 
future depends in no small measure on its 
ability to attract immigration, and to deter 
emigration. The 5.5 per cent joblessness re- 
corded 11 months ago was nothing to brag 
about. The near 2 per cent rate jump since 
then is reason to sound the tocsin. 

In so doing there is a tendency, ootably 
among Likud leaders, to place the blame 
mainly at the Histadrut’s door. Mr. Katsav 
himself pointed an accusing finger at Koor, 
which intends to dismiss 2.800 workers be- 
tween now and 1990 according to Koor offi- 
cials and around 5,000 according to the minis- 
ter. But it is by no means only the Histadrut- 
owned sector which is being forced to tighten 
its belt and to fire workers. Private compa-

‘able departments, and even whole plants, up 
and down the country. 

Nor is it only production-line workers who 
are feeling the pinch. Last month some 26,000 
persons with academic qualifications regis- 
tered with the Employment Service looking 
for jobs. That was a 3.1 per cent increase 
compared to September. 

Moreover, the problem is no longer con- 
fined, as it was in previous years, to the coun- 
try’s outlying districts. Even Tel Aviv and the 
central region are facing the threat of large 
unemployment, with no assurance that the 
spectre will soon be lifted. Now that the elec- 
tion is over, Mr. Katsav himself admits that 
any action his ministry takes, such as increas- 
ing job retraining schemes and tightening re- 
strictions on foreign workers, is not likely to 
bring much relief. 

The only realistic solution to the problem of 
joblessness lies in the government's launching 
an economic policy designed for growth. It 
must be a prudent growth policy that will not 
undermine such stability as has been 
achieved, especially not produce a fresh bout 
of runaway inflation. Success, in terms of new 
jobs, will in the best of circumstances take 
time to be recorded. But the alternative to a 
growth policy is a policy, however unintend- 
ed, of stagflation. 

Plainly, without a concerted effort to in- 
crease investment and boost exports Octo- 
ber’s 7.2 per cent unemployment rate may 
turp out to have been but the calm before the 
storm. 


CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - The writer of your review 
on the Christopher Columbus exhi- 
bition at the National Maritime Mu- 
seum in Haifa falls hook. line and 
sinker for the efforts by both Span- 
ish and Italian “historians™ over the 
centuries not only to claim him as 
one of their own, but also to mask 
the crucial role played by Jews in the 
Gear epic journey to the New 

orld. 


For a start. King Ferdinand and 
Queen Isabella were not the spon- 
sors of Columbus's voyage of dis- 
covery. Isabella originally turned 
the idea down flat, totally uninter- 
ested in colonial expansion. The 
royal couple were in any event 
bankrupt after the ruinous expenses 
of their long-drawn-out wars with 
the Moslems. It was only when two 
Jews, Lois de Santagel and Isaac 
Abravanel, financed the entire trip 
with two interest-free loans (one for 
1,200,00 maravedis and one for 
17,000 gold florins) that Isabella 
gave royal approval for Columbus to 
set sail with the promise that she 
would receive a third share of any 
booty from the expedition. It was an 
offer she could not resist. 


There is much circumstantial evi- 
dence that Columbus was of Jewish 
ongin. Not only did Jews back him 
financially and persuade the queen 
to let him sail westwards, but 60 per 
cent of bis crew were Jews using the 


Opportunity to escape from Spanish 
persecution. His translator was a 
Jew, Luis de Torres, ἃ master of 18 
tongues. It was not the Genoese ex- 
perts which enabled him to make his 
joumey, but the famous Jewish map 
makers of Majorca plus the naviga- 
tional knowledge and equipment of 
Abraham Zacuto (also a Jew).

Marranos, a term of abuse used by 
Spaniards, meaning pigs, were Jews 
who were willingly or forcefully con- 
verted to Christianity. Some re- 
mained Jews secretly. King Ferdi- 
nand’s grandmother, Palma of 
Toleda, and even his mother, Jo- 
hanna Henriques, were such faithful 
Jews. Others become enthusiastic 
Christians, marrying into the 
“pure” Catholic aristocracy, and 
were renowned as leading figures in 
the church. One even became Isa- 
bella’s personal confessor. The In- 


quisition, initially at least, aimed at 
ferreting out the minority of Marra- 
nos who remained loyal to the faith 
of their fathers. 

The story of the Spanish Jews and 
an intimate portrait of Columbus 
are related in a section of a book I 
have just completed.

The man who 
sat in front of me at the table said: 
“You know what happened to me 
this morning in the Old City? An 
Arab taxi driver told me that from 
this day on. we should consider our- 
selves tourists in the Old City.” 

“So how did you react?” asked 
the man who sat next to him. He 
answered: “I just told him that from 
mow on they should treat us in a 
courteous manner, like they treat 
other tourists. But to you I say: the 
hell with them Arabs! What do they 
think? That they really have an in- 
dependent state? They've got 8 lot 
of cheek! Just wait and see what 
they'll have to say to us after Sharon 
becomes minister of defence; he'll 
teach them a lesson they'll never 
forget!” 

Were these typical reactions of 
ini: and Israelis? Maybe, 
maybe not. But a more significant 
reaction was that of the establish- 
ment, in the person of Broadcasting 
Authority chairman Uri Porat’s in- 
structions not to quote on Israel TV 
or radio any part of, not even a 
sentence from, Arafat's declaration 
in Algiers on Tuesday. 

Porat said that he had been asked 
to do this by the minister of defence 
because it could provoke a wave of 
violence in the territories. But Por- 
at’s action would appear to have 
been unnecessary since in the last 
few days the IDF had disconnected 
the electricity in most towns and 
villages in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Swip especially during the 
evenings. 

So for the sake of “security” the 
Israelis as well as the Palestinians in 
the territories could not see or hear 
the speech over TV or the radio. At 
this point, many eyebrows will no 
doubt be raised. ““Why make such a 
fuss? One speech more, one speech 
less — as long as we know the content

of the speech the rest is not impor- 
tant!” 

NEXT TIME, maybe in a few weeks 
or months, in the name of security, 
Porat might instruct the staff not to 
broadcast a speech by Yossi Sarid or 
maybe even Shimon Peres on the 
grounds that it could provoke the 
Palestinians into action. The next 
foreign minister (Sharon?) or the 
next defence minister (Arens?) 
might ask Porat — in the name of 
security of course -- not to broadcast 
reports of demonstrations in the ter- 
ritories since this could cause great 
harm to [sraet’s international stand- 
ing or inspire other Palestinians to 
Start a new wave of violence. 

Unfortunately for Rabin, Porat 
and their like, the airwaves are more 
difficult to block than that. and even 
there outside sources can beam in- 
formation. If electricity is discon- 
nected, transistor radios can be 
used, and after considering the les- 
son of this week residents of the 
territories may start buying televi- 
sion sets that operate on batteries. 

For the residents of the territories 
Israel's radio and TV are not the 
sole sources of information. They 
listen to many other radio stations 
(including PLO, Jordan, Syria, 
Monte Carlo, and Egypt) and they 
watch Jordan, Syrian and Egyptian 
television stations. But for many Is- 
taelis, Israel television and radio are 
all they watch and listen to. Yet for 
someone like Porat it is not diffi- 
cult to filter and maybe even distort 
the news in the name of security or 
any other “positive” cause. 

Uri Porat prevented Israelis from 
watching or listening to the speech, 
but at least he did not stop TV and 
radio commentators (like Ehud 
Yaari) from analysing the latest 
PLO move in an objective and intel- 
ligent manner.

The PLO’s intentions at Algiers 
soon became evident by virtue of 
the PNC's high-profile deliberations 
over UN Security Council Resolu- 
ion 242. Besides a basic interest in 
encouraging the Palestinians in the 
territories with a declaration of in- 
dependence, the PLO’s clear sec- 
ondary interest was making an im- 
pact on the United States. 

The many interviews by PLO 
spokesmen with the Western media 
reinforced the impression that the 
PLO leadership had collectively 
crossed the political rubicon by ac- 
cepting the 1947 UN partition reso- 
lution and the famed 242, and 
hence, by implication, Israel's right 
to exist. 


THE U.S. GOVERNMENT ap- 
peared to be a good deal more cau- 
tious about the PNC deliberations 
than the American electronic me- 
dia. A careful examination of the 
actual decisions taken by the PNC 
would indicate that while the PLO 
had strengthened its public image, 
ultimately its actions actually com- 
plicated the task of American diplo- 
macy in the Middle East.

Without clear borders, the state 
could, theoretically, spill‘ over into 
territories already recognized by the 
U.S. as part of pre-1967 Israel. That 
the PLO exercised no control over 
the territory it claimed to be its state 
precluded any consideration of rec- 
Ognition according to the conven- 
tions of international law. 

The standards the U.S. had set in 
the past for acknowledgment of the 
PLO, as well as its involvement in 
international negotiations, of course 
went beyond mere PLO acceptance 
of 242. 

The U.S.-Israeli Memorandum of 
Agreement of 1975 required accep- 
tance of 242 and 338, as well as an 
explicit recognition of Israel's right 
to exist. In 1984, Congress took the 
1975 memorandum and put it into 
U.S. domestic law, adding that the 
PLO would also have to renounce 
the use of terrorism. 


IN THE PNC'S final political docu- 
ment, 242 and 338 are accepted as 
the basis of an international confer- 
ence on the Middle East, but are 
linked not just to the Palestinians’ 
right to self-determination -- which 
would be an understandable adden- 
dum to 242 from the Palestinian na- 
tional viewpoint — but also to a 
string of other principles that in- 
clude “UN resolutions relevant-t6 
the Palestine question.” 

This bunching of 242 with other 
UN resolutions did not impress 
American diplomats in the past 
when it was occasionally voiced by 
senior PLO officials. Some signifi- 
cance could be seen in the fact that 
this lukewarm decision was now tak- 
en by the PNC as a whole. 

Moreover, when interpretations 
were offered that the PLO's abstract 
acceptance of UN resolutions on 
Palestine in the past (such as at the 
end of the 17th PNC in Amman in 
1984 or in the Hussein-Arafat 
Agreement the following year) in- 
cluded 242. other senior spokesmen 
frequently rejected such assertions.

I was more than a little taken 
aback by some of the reactions to 
my personal involvement.

ZIONISM IS based on a theory of 
anti-Semitism which argues against 
assimilation.

sues. Conversely, in a Labour-har- 
edi government, the religious ele- 
ment would have been a hawkish 
restraint on any attempt by the La- 
bour Party to give up territories too 
readily. 

This may not be altogether bad. 


IN THEIR different ways, the polit- 
ical outlooks of both Labour and 
Likud are distorted by perceptions 
of the Holocaust. 

Likud's right tends to see territo- 
rial concessions as the kind of weak- 
ness which invites Nazi-style aggres- 
sion. Labour's left tends to see 
military occupation as the kind of 
unstable political situation which 
could induce Jews to imbibe Nazi- 
style attitudes. Perhaps, only the 
haredim, whose traditional beliefs 
remain unbuffeted despite the Ho- 
locaust and despite Zionism, are 
able to judge the issue of territories 
for peace with cool heads. 

The left should not complain 
about the rise of the haredim. The 
election results show that in the left- 
wing camp there was merely a redis- 
tribution of votes among the left 
parties, but in the right-wing camp 
some voters fled to the haredim. So, 
the haredim “stole” the election 
from Likud, not from Labour. 

In a country polarized on the Pal- 
estinian issue, the three so-called 

“fundamentalist” religious parties 
have become the check and the bal- 
ance. They are actually the only par- 
ties that can be called centrist on the 
issue of the territories.

The storm that never was 


A POLICE JEEP, its windows pro- 
tected by plastic-covered netting, 
lay parked off the main road on the 
outskirts of Nazareth. Its occupants, 
equipped with riot-gear, leaned 
back in their seats, reading the after- 
noon newspapers and swapping 
jokes. 

Outside police headquarters, at 
the other end cf town, the driver of 
a similarly protected water cannon, 

_ which had been on standby through- 
out the day. yawned and stretched 
his arms. 

It had been a tense, tiring day, 
which had begun with premonitions 
of a repeat of the violent clashes 
nearly a year ago between the police 
and stone-throwing youths that had 
tumed the streets of Nazareth into a 
battleground. 

The scenes of rioting during last 
December's “Peace Day” strike by 
Israeli Arabs in solidarity with their 
brethren in the administered territo- 
ries lingered in the memory long 
after the stench of teargas had faded 
away. 

The police and moderate Arab 
leaders had feared a repetition of 
the events on Tuesday, when the 
country's Arab community of 
700,000 struck again — this time to 
protest against the demolition of il- 
legally built homes in Arab local- 
ities. The concern was further 
heightened by the fact that the na- 
tionwide stoppage coincided with 
the end of the Palestine National 
Council meeting in Algiers and the 
PLO’s declaration of statehood. 

Tn the event, the anticipated 
storm of violence never materialized 
and the day passed relatively peace- 
fully, with a few notable exceptions. 
In Taibe village, an IDF employee 
went on a shooting spree, apparent- 
ly without provocation, and fired off 
about 30 rounds, fortunately with- 
out hitting unybody, before he was 
overpowered and arrested. In Naza- 
reth, a police car was stoned, caus- 
ing slight damage. but no one was 
injured. Palestinian flags were dis- 
covered in two villages in Galilee 
and the Triangle, and pro-PLO and 
anti-Israeli stogans were discovered 
in several other places. 


Although last week’s strike of Israeli Arabs passed off fairly 
quieily, there are indications that the grave financial situation of 
several local authorities and dissatisfaction with the government's 
response to the PLO's “peace overtures” may bring fresh unrest,

The strike organizers heaved a 
collective sigh of relief: their calls to 
support the strike and maintain re- 
Straint had been heeded by the pop- 
ulation. It was the fourth general 
strike of the Arab community in the 
past two years and the third to pass 
in relative quiet. 


THE EUPHORIA of Arab leaders 
over the peaceful outcome, coupled 
with the dramatic declarations from 
the PNC meeting, tended to obscure 
the cause of the strike: the demoli- 
tion last Monday of 15 illegally built 
homes in Taibe, which sparked 
three consecutive days of rioting in 
the village. 

The message, however, was not 
lost on government leaders and offi- 
cials, who persisted in condemning 
the strike while conceding that it 
might not have been connected with 
the PNC meeting. 

One of the most vociferous oppo- 
nents was Interfor Ministry 
director-general Ya°acov Marko- 
vitch, who several years earlier had 
headed the government's special 
committee that investigated the 
problem of illegal building and pre- 
pared detailed recommendations for 
resolving the problem. The recom- 
mendations were approved by the 
government last year. 

Markovitch insisted that the 
strike was irresponsible and totally 
unjustified. “I cannot remember 
any other incident of such magni- 
tude where a section of the popula- 
tion has gone on strike in support of 
people who break the law. It was 
nothing less than a slap in the face 
for democracy and the rule of law,” 
Markovitch told The Jerusalem 
Post. 

“There are many laws, rules and 


regulations, such as paying income 
tax, that nobody is in love with, but 
they are the laws of the land and, 
ultimately, they exist for the benefit 
of all citizens,” declared Marko- 
vitch. He promptly added that an 
lega) building owned by a Jew in 
Tel Aviv was demolished on the 
same day that the unfinished homes 
in Taibe were. 

“Where would we be,” he asked, 
‘Sif everybody decided to take the 
law into their own hands and Jews 
demanded the right to build on pri- 
vate land not zoned for housing de- 
velopment?” 

Markovitch noted that his com- 
mittee had identified 6,000 homes in 
Arab communities that had been 
built, without planning and building 
permits, on land not designated for 
housing development. Of these, 
5,700 had subsequently been incor- 
porated into housing zones, leaving 
300 to be demolished. 

“These 300 are so placed — near 
roads, under electricity pylons or in 
similarly problematic spots -- as to 
make it impossible for them to be 
left standing,” said Markovitch. 

The committee also considered 
the problem of small, unrecognized 
settlements, which have no official 
status. It was decided to permit 
owners of established homes to ap- 
ply for building and planning per- 
mits, without in any way implying 
official recognition, but forbid the 
erection of new buildings or 
extensions. 

Similar restrictions were placed 
on construction outside permitted 
areas anywhere else from the date 
the government adopted the com- 
mittee’s recommendations. Marko- 
vitch stressed that the houses demo!- 
ished in Taibe had been constructed 


in direct contravention of the law. 

“The local-council head, who is 
also chairman of the local planning 
committee, was informed of this but 
refused to take-steps to prevent the 
building or stop it in the early 
stages. This left the authorities with 
No choice but to implement the de- 
molition orders." said Markovitch. 

He noted: “In Taibe, some 4,000 
dunams of land have been allocated 
for housing development, so there is 
no excuse for people to build else- 
where, regardless of whether they 
own the land there or not. Part of 
the problem is that land designated 
for housing costs ten times as much 
as land earmarked for agriculture 
because of the overall development 
costs, including the establishment of 
infrastructure. 

“In addition, somebody who 
builds on private land does not pay 
any taxes, rates or levies. He also 
doesn’t have to submit plans to the 
local or regional authorities. All this 
makes illegal building a much 
cheaper and highly attractive propo- 
sition, despite the risks involved.” 

Markovitch maintained that 70 
per cent of Arab localities have min- 
istry-approved master plans that in- 
corporate land earmarked for hous- 
ing development, and another 26 
per cent are being ἃ 

“Our committee heard the com- 
ments of dozens of Arab council 
heads, which we took into account 
before making our recommenda- 
tions, so it is not true -- as they 
suggest — that we did not co-ordinate 
with them. We realized the extent of 
the humanitarian problem and went 
out of our way to find a just 
solution. 

“Although I'm happy that the 
strike passed peacefully, I still feel 


the strike was totally unjustified. 
Arabs, as citizens of Israel, have 
obligations as well as rights and we 
don't demand from them anything 
more or less than is demanded from 
Jewish citizens.” 


FOR ALL THAT, Israeli Arab 
leaders intend to continue their pro- 
test action against the demolition of 
homes with a mass demonstration 
outside the Knesset next week. 
They reject Markovitch's arguments 
as contentious disinformation de- 
Signed to cover up the real situation. 

Nimr Murkos, chairman of the 
Kafr Yasif local council in Galilee, 
contends that the master plans were 
drawn up by a government-appoint- 
ed body without the active involve- 
ment or consent of Arab local-au- 
thority heads. Many of the so-called 
plans had been approved for villages 
that did not even have elected or 
state-appointed councils. 

“The vast majority of people,” 
said Murkos, “‘are simply not aware 
of these plans, in which they had no 


- say and which were formulated and 


approved behind their backs and 
took into account the interests of 
state or state-related bodies such as 
the Israel Lands Authority or the 
Jewish National Fund. and so on. 

“It is also unfair and incorrect to 
try to compare housing in the Jewish 
sector with that in Arab towns and 
villages. There are no housing es- 
tates or block developments in the 
Arab sector. 

“The amount of money the Hous- 
ing Ministry has invested in helping 
establish and build homes in the 
Arab sector is negligible. When 
compared to the millions of dollars 
poured into the Jewish sector, it is 
nothing. The same goes for the vari- 
ous goverument-backed housing 
companies and Project Renewal. 

“Arab residents have no choice 
but to build their own homes, which 
costs 4 lot of money, on whatever 
land they can buy. They can’t buy a 
ready-made flat in some housing de- 
velopment or take advantage of sub- 
sidised housing.” 

Murkos, echoing the statements 
of other Arab leaders, maintained 
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wrecked cars. 
that the government, because of 


what he called its discriminatory: 


policies towards Arabs, is largely to 
blame for the problem of illegal 
building. 

“For the past two years,” Murkos 
lamented, “the National Committee 
of Arab Local Authorities bas 
pleaded with the authorities to sit 
down with us and discuss the prob- 
lem in depth, in every town and 
every village and. if necessary. in 
evel

Murkos, in common with other 
members of the monitoring commit- 
tee of Arab leaders that organised 
the strike, noted that Arab popula- 
tion bad fully supported the nation- 
wide stoppage. in sharp constrast to 
the divisions displayed by the com- 
munity in the Knesset ballot. 

“This proves,” he said, “that 
when faced with an internal problem 
like this, the population is united.”

UNLIKE the Aasbara traumas of 
Lebanon and the intifada, this 
week's Palestine National Council 
Meeting did not catch the Foreign 
Ministry by surprise. In the weeks 
before the convention in Algiers, 
embassies and consulates abroad 
were supplied with every conceiv- 
able form of argument to counter 
the PLO propaganda blitz. and fur- 
ther detailed and explicit reactions 
were forthcoming within hours of 
the declaration of Palestinian inde- 
pendence on Tuesday night. 


What effect these meticulous 
preparations might have on stem- 


ming the rising tide of PLO diplo- 
matic and public relations achieve- 
ments is another question 
altogether. 


Ια the immediate aftermath of the 
PNC resolutions, attention focussed 
on the roll-call of countries which 
decided to formally ‘recognize the 
declared independent state. Most of 
these do not have any relations with 
Israel, or have kept their relations at 
a minimal level. The Foreign Minis- 
try can have little influence on the 
foreign policies of these countries. 

In any case, the main “‘address”

The declaration of an independent Palestinian state has

‘AS THE hour of 4 p.m..approached 
in Nablus on Tuesday, a long con- 
voy of IDF jéeps and armoured per- 
sonnel carriers rumbled through the 
: Geserted streets.. A helicopter and 
. Spotter. plane circled over the city, 
where 120,000 people were confined 
to their homes. by a.tight curfew, 
enforced. by masses of troops. 

The moment designated by un- 
dereround leaflets for independence 
celebrations had finally arrived, but 
the IDF was showing Palestinians 
how unfree they really were. 

More than one million people in 
the territories were under curfew, 
isolated by travel restrictions’ and 
disconnected phones. Several hours 
later they: would be plunged into 
darkness by a cutoff of electric 
power, . 

Never was the gap between aspi- 
. Fations and reality so vivid. When 
the Palestine National Council had 
- declared independence in Algiers at 
2:30 a.m., most Palestinians in the 
. territories were asleep: half an hour 
later they were put.under curfew. to 
prevent any public celebrations. 

- ' The isolated and furtive expres- 


sions of joy that broke through the 
enforced silence merely demonstrat- 
ed that this time the IDF was well 
prepared. and had sucessfully in- 
timidated the Palestinians into sub- 
mission. After-almost a year of vio- 
lent revolt, Palestinians still faced a 
threshold of fear they were unwill- 
ing to cross. 

In Nablus, the heart of the ἐπεῖ- 
fadain the West Bank, youths at the 
Ittihad Nisa‘t Hospital overlooking 
the city had throughont the day pre- 
dicted popular celebrations at the 
appointed hour. Occasional plumes 
of tear-gas smoke over the old city 
seemed to herald protests still τὸ 
come.

from Palestinians in the territories. 

When PNC delegates applauded 
and embraced after declaring inde- 
pendence at the Palace of Nations in 
Algiers, sone used the occasion to 
make a live appeal to Palestinians in 
the territories to take to the streets. 
‘The timing of the deciaration, in the 
wee hours of the morning, was hard- 
ly convenient for organizing mass 
celebrations.

The Syrians, says Porath, reacted

Porath is rather critical of the view 
that Syrian policy is dictated by a 
vision of Greater Syria.

OUR ELECTORAL system, which offers 
no direct link between electors and elected, -- 
and in which those elected do not represent 
an electoral district but the elections are pro- 
portional to the number of votes that a list 

’ wins from the total electorate -- raises grave 
halachic problems. 

The halachic basis for democratic elections 
is the Talmudic dictum (Berachot 55a): Rab- 
bi Yitzhak said: No public official is to be 
appointed unless the public has been consult- 
ed about his appointment. 

"The source cited there, Exodus 35, con- 
cerns the appointment of a particular person 
for a specific task: Bezalel, to make the Tab- 
emacle and its appurtenances. 

But the selection of public representatives 
to lead the people by offering lists of people 
for the public to choose raises difficult hala- 
chic problems. The halachic vatidity of public 
representatives is rooted in their status as 
agents of those who elected them, based on 
the halachic ruling: A person's agent has the 
status of that person. 

Elected representatives derive legislative 
authority from the people, as only they are 
authorized to pass laws, lay down penalties, 
and promulgate regulations to add to Tora 
law, as we see in Maimonides’ Hilchot San- 
hedrin 18:6, in the responsa of the Rashba 
and in the sermons of Rabbenu Nissim Ger- 
ondi on the Tora portion Shoftim. This av- 
thority derives from the people, as we learn 
from the Israelites’ declaration to Joshua: 
“Whosoever defies your orders and does not 
do as you say shall be put to death...” 

This declaration is the halachic basis for 
the legislative authority of the state, as Mai- 
monides lays down in Hilchot Melachim 3:8: 

Nahmanides writes in his commentary on 
Leviticus 27:29 that any Jewish ruler or the 
Great Sanhedrin in the presence of “all Jew- 
ry" has the right to lay down a ban on a city 
Or go to war agiinst it, and anyone violating 
ban is subject to the death penalty. 

So we see that according to Halacha, the 
authority of the miler to legislate and punish 
in order to maintain an orderly national life 
derives from the people. 

Hence, the legislation of our elected repre- 
sentatives in the Knesset is regarded by Hala- 
cha as if it is legislated by the entire nation. 
(See also Horayot 3:2; Mishna Berachot ν: 5. 
and Kiddushin 41b). 


IN LIGHT OF this principle, together with 
the democratic principle “Rule according to 
the majority” (Ex. 23:2), it might seem that 
only proportional elections meet halachic cri- 
teria, as most of the elected represent the 
majority of the electorate and the people, 
whereas in the regional-clection system, in 
which more than one candidate stands in any 
particular district and in which it is possible 
to be elected by winning only a plurality of 
the votes, it may transpire that most of those 
elected do not represent the majority of the 
people. 

We can learn about the electoral system in 
antiquity from the Babylonian Talmud, San-. 
hedrin 17a, and the Jerusalem Talmud, San-~ 
hedrin 1:4. which discuss Moses” selection of 
the 71 members of the Great Sanhedrin. In 
the Tora we read (Num. 11:16): ‘God said to

Moses: ‘Gather unto me seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom you know to be the 
elders of the people, and Officers over them.” 
From this it transpires that God empowered 
Moses to do the selection alone, and did not 
require him to choose them on the basis 
tribal parity, or even to include representa- 
tives of all or ἃ majority of the tribes. 

In the Babylonian Talmud, Sanhedrin 17a, 
and the Jerusalem Talmud, Sanhedrin 1:4, 
however, we learn that Moses did, in fact, try 


to appoint atatives on the basis of

IN LIGHT of the above, it is possible that 
there is no need that the tribes have — 
representation in the Sanhedrin only when 
that body is fulfilling the first two of the three 
above functions. In the third function, how- 
ever, it may be that it must include represen- 
tatives of all the tribes except Levi, of which 
Moses himself, as the 71st Thember, was the 
sole representative, as we see in Sanhedrin 
13b and 16b. 

It is clear that the function for which Moses 
appointed the 70 elders as ordered by God 
was for the purpose of day-to-day gover- 
nance of the nation's affairs, which is why he 
chose them according to the | principle of trib- 


al parity. : Ὡς 

Since the Jewish people was still in the 
wildemess, the election of the Sanhedrin was 
carried out according to a tribal and numeri- 
cal key instead of a regional one, as we leam 
from the appointment of judges according to 
Jethro’s counsel:Find among the people 
able men, God-fearing men, men of truth, 
hating unjust gain, and appoint them to be 
tulers of thousands, rulers of hundreds, rul- 
ers of fifties and rulers of tens. And let them 
judge the people at all seasons” (Ex. 18:21). 
And Moses indeed was careful to appoint the 
judges from all the tribes. 

When they arrived in Eretz Yisrael, this 
system was replaced by a geographical one, 
as we see in Deuteronomy (16:21): “Judges 
and officers shall you assign in all the local- 
ities that God gives you...” In Maimonides’ 
view, these bere ape were made on a 
purely geographical basis. 

It may be, then, that even today the elec- 
tion of the people's legislative representa- 
tives should be done according to a geo- 

graphical division, as suggested in Bava 
Batra 8b, the Rashba’s responsum 768, and 
the Rema’s gloss in Hoshen Mishpat 2. 

This also applies to Knesset legislation, 
which, being adopted by a majority, is bind- 
Ing on the entire public. And since regional 
elections are not necessarily representative 
of the majority of the people, nothing can 
tefute the above-mentioned cardinal princi- 
ple of the Tora that majority rule is to pre- 
vail. 


Now that it is clear that regional elections 
could result m decisions taken by a minority 
of the people, and that, furthermore, the 
delegates might represent only a minority of 
the electorate, why should their decisions be 
accepted by the public? 

This is the case when the outcome of re- 
gional elections is determined proportionate- 
ly to the ‘number of votes of aif the candi- 
dates. In other words, if there are more than 
two candidates in an electoral district, a can- 
didate can be elected by a mere Leela of 
the votes, so that, as such, he would be 
representing only 8 minority of the elector- 
ate. But if each winning candidate has to 
compete in a second round with the candi- 

~date who-followed him, the winner of that 
round would be the choice of the majority.

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Angry mood among U.S. donors on Who's a Jew 


NEW ORLEANS - For the past 
two weeks the leaders of the Ameri- 
can Jewish federation and fund-rais- 
ing establishment have been weigh- 
ing their response to the possibility 
that Israel's next government may 
pass the dreaded amendment to the 
Law of Return. American Jewish 
donors, however, have already been 
voting with their checkbooks, cut- 
ting or cancelling their annual con- 
tribution to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal/Federation campaign. 

The mood in New Orleans at the 
annual General Assembly of the 
Council of Jewish Federations is 
sombre and anxious in light of the 
possible impending change in the 
definition of Who is a Jew. The 
more than 3,000 community dele- 
gates and organizational leaders 
gathered here are fearful that pass- 
ing the amendment would not only 
alienate many American Jews from 
Israel, but would also do serious 
damage to the delicate threads that 


hold a diverse Jewish population un- 
der the communal umbrella of the 
federation. 

The campaign directors from doz- 
ens of communities met here 
‘Wednesday to discuss the rebellion 
in the ranks of their donors over the 
Who is a Jew issue. One participant 
in the meeting said that the prevail- 
ing mood was one of panic and 
anxiety. 

One person described a case of a 
$200,000 giver who is threatening to 
withhold his contribution. This 
man, a long-time stalwart of the 
campaign, reportedly told federa- 
tion leaders in his community that 
he had decided to take this drastic 
step because ‘Israel won't accept 
my grandchildren. For years I have 
given to Israel as an ‘insurance poli- 
cy’ for me and my family. And 
they're telling me now that we can’t 
collect on our policy.”

Some campaign directors, howev- 
er, think that this may be necessary 
if Israel alienates and antagonizes 
masses of donors by amending the 
Law of Return. 

Aipac director Tom Dine told the 
delegates Wednesday night that “if 
there is an attempt to punish Israel, 
we may be punishing the wrong peo- 
pie and sending the wrong message.

FOR MUCH OF the conversation 
in the Ravitz’ comfortable top-floor’ 
apartment in Bayit Ve'gan com- 
manding ἃ splendid sweeping view 
of Jerusalem, one almost has to 
pinch oneself to recall that this is not 


‘a Shulamit Aloni or another ada- 


mant campaigner espousing the civi] 
rights case of a down-trodden 
community. 

“Ἱ feel rather like a butterfly com- 
ing out of its cocoon,” she smiles as 


‘she recalls the elation of election 


night. The Ravitz household has no 
television. but the whole family 
crowded around the radio to share 
“‘great excitement when we were as- 
sured of one seat and then, miracu- 
lously, two. 

Ὁ have always felt that there 
were a lot move of us than appeared 
in the vote, but we were amazed at 


-how many were prepared to come 


out and be identified. It’s wonder- 
ful; 1 don’t understand those who 
Say it is harmful to Israeli democra- 
cy. After all, this is a legitimate 
group with definite interests, not a 
single-issue group like, say, vivisec- 
tionists or vegetarians. What we 


- want is not to change the way of life 


for others but to give public expres- 
sion to our way of life, not to create 
problems for others, nor have prob- 
lems created for us.” 

‘What did her husband mean when 
he told an interviewer that rather 
than fear that the baredi triumph 
would mean regression into a dark 
alien world of unacceptable values, 
life would be “keif” (fun)? “I don’t 
really know what he had in mind but 
it is true that we have a different 
image of the country. We express 
ourselves through our Tora values 
but essentially we hope that this rec- 
ognition will produce a better atmo- 
sphere all round. 

“We simply want to seem normal 
in the eyes of the rest of the country, 
to be accepted as citizens with the 
same rights, the same fears. I really 
do feel,” she goes’ on eamestly, 
“that there are many, many people 
in Israel with values that are similar 
to. ours. Only perhaps they don't 
admit that their values are derived 
from the Tora." . 


THINGS ARE NOT quite so simple 
as this fervent wish for mutual un- 
derstanding and acceptance would 
bave it. Basically, it is very much a 
one-way affair.

herself, need ever look beyond their 
values to assess them against others. 

She is of course perfectly willing 
to have the other side come to in- 
quire as to her values. Indeed, the 
Ravitzes are known as one of the 
major forces in the hozer bitshuva 
(newly-religious) movement among 
Israelis. He has long headed the Is- 
rael section of the Or Sameach Ye- 
shiva and many well-known Israelis 
from the arts and theatre world are 
listed as those who have “found 
themselves” with his help and 
guidance.

they liave answers too.” 

EVEN THOUGH she grew up in a 
strictly Orthodox atmosphere her- 
self -- while earning a history degree 
from Hunter College — she feels her 
children have a greater advantage. 
“Their lives are so clearly defined 
for them; it's so much easier for 
them to make choices, they see 
things with such clarity.” 

Interestingly, this thought carries 
into a comparison between Ortho- 
dox children here in Israel and those 
whom she knows abroad, It’s a per- 
ception which makes nonsense of 
any question whether she would de- 
fine herself as “a Zionist” or wheth- 
er the community to which she be- 
longs should be adjudged 
ideological Zionists or not. 

“There is somethiog inherently 
strong about them, they don't have 
to fight for their existence as Jews. 
Also they don't have to confront any 
extraneous things from the life 
about them. This imbues them with 
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an extra self-confidence which 
somehow makes their Jewishness 
deeper. 
“I know only too well that there 
are many Jewish communities 
abroad who live perfectly well; they 
have excellently-organized Jewish 
lives down to their last strip of *ko- 
sher ‘bacon.’ It's the intangibles 
which make the difference, the way 
our life is tied to this country. How- 
ever secular some try to make it, 
you can’t reduce its holiness. its 
Jewishness. That’s what affects 
them.” 


THERE IS, HOWEVER, one very 
tangible matter which she and her 
community have to relate to both in 
terms of living here and in respect of 
their gaining the acceptance she says 
they so earnestly want: it is the ex- 
emption from army service of thou- 
sands of yeshiva students. 

Rabbi Ravitz himself did serve in 
the IDF, and as a teenager was in 
the youth wing of Lehi. But none of 
their children of army age or their 
sons-in-law has served; none is like- 
ly to serve. 

“It's hard to explain; but, quite 
simply, we believe that anyon: 
whose life is absolutely dedicated to 
study of the Tora is contributing to 
the spiritual security of the country. 
And that is as important as the phys- 
ical security of the country. 

“Of course, it must be total dedi- 
cation. If ἃ yeshiva boy no longer 
studies he must contribute in anoth- 
er way to the society. We should 
have a chance to show how dedicat- 
ed they are, how much these young 
men give up for the study of the 
Tora. Of course, there ate some 
cop-outs; aren't there in all situa- 
tions? And they should be found 
out. But take my son-in-law, for in- 
stance; my daughter has four chil- 
dren but he is a full-time dedicated 
student and we look upon that with 
great pride.” 

What about the hesder pro- 
gramme, for example? 

“I don't really know about it. Per- 
haps it is the right solution, satisfy- 
ing the needs of some. But I don't 
think it is a real answer. To break up 
Tora studies for a year or two or 
three and then to go back to study is 
simply not viable. They would come 
back as entirely different people and 
they could never immerse them- 
selves in their studies in the same 
way after such a long break.* 


“UNDERSTANDING,” she says, 
returning to the previous theme of 
coexistence, ‘doesn't, of course, 
mean compromise. We can't com- 
ἔς on anything essential in our

stand WHY we can't compromise. 
On the other hand we try to under- 
stand and also to instill in our chil- 
dren that there can be living side by 
side. 

There wil! be. Avigayil feels. he- 

cause of her husband's outgoing tal- 
ents, another facet to Degel Ha- 
tora’s appearance in the public 
forum. Beyond looking to promote 
the community's own interests, he 
will be involved in “let's not say 
bigger. but broader, issues. 1 think 
he could have an impact on major 
political decisions.

“this includes peace. the need to live 
together with Arabs, too. in this 
country. I"m relieved he retained his 
neutrality in the pre-coalition talks, 
that be did not commit himself to 
one or other of the big blocs. That 
way. he leaves the options open 
and, that way. he can perhaps have 
more influence.” 

She herself is not very much of a 
“political creature” and believes she 
doesn’t really influence his direc- 
Gon. And she is completely flum- 
moxed when asked to relate to the 
question of the role of women in 
genera). Surely, it’s obvious -- as her 
own life and ftfestyle are evidence? 

“They must be equal in their 
homes ~ incidentally, | know of 
many women who voted differently 
from their husbands, a perfectly le- 
gitimate thing to have done. The 
woman is the pivot of the family: 
without her, the family structure 
would not exist. And without ἃ 
proper Jewish family there would be 
no proper Jewish people, no proper 
Jewish country. I honestly do not 
uoderstand what women ure saying 
when they proclaim they want to 
move, to change things outside of 
their situation within the family 
framework.” 

Finally, she returns to talk about 
the issue which has surfaced sa 
strongly in the past two weeks: “If 
anything is to be achieved by this 
sudden entry of our community inte 
the public arena the message must 
be understood that there should not 
be concem, that there is room for 
everyone to go their own way. We 
want to hear what others have to 
say; but, above all, we want them to 
hear us - not in a strident way. not 
as if we're going to make war over 
issues. 

“And you know what? When they 
understand what kind of values we 
cherish, it may just be that this un- 
derstanding of the intelligence and 
beauty of our Tora values and life- 
style will bring back more people to 
appreciate and love those same 
values.“

1984. Some of the toss then was 
attributed to the alienation of the 
Oriental communities’ voters; and 
this time indeed the NRP did put 
four Sephardim in its first six slots, 
with Hammer and Hanan Porat be- 
ing the lone Ashkenazim at the top. 

Moreover, an upset in the party's 
internal balance of power left the 
leadership in the hands of Sephardi 
Avner Shaki. Still, he did not seem 
to have managed to do what Rabbi 
Yitzhak Peretz of Shas did, nor did 
he attract Sephardi votes as the Ash- 
kenazi Lubavicher Rebbe or the 
ghost of the Baba Sali did for 
Aguda. 

Indeed, according to one schoo! 
of thought, were not the very hawk- 
ish Shaki at the helm, the NRP 
would have increased its strength 
slightly to six MKs, because, in that 
case, the dovish Meimad might not 
have fielded a separate ticket. Had 
Hammer remained in the number- 
one slot, the argument goes, Mei- 
mad would not have spoiled a man- 
date for the national-religious

The other side, however, 
counters that had it not been for the 
very clear hawkish posture provided 
by Shaki and Porat the NRP could 
have been almost wiped out. It 
would not have made gains at the 
expense of Tehiya and would have 
lost those voters who support the 


territorial integrity of Eretz Yisrael, 
as they would not have felt that it 
was “‘safe™ to vote for the NRP and 
would not have been sure of it as ἃ 
natural ally of the Likud. The NRP- 
Meimad contest clearly showed the 
NRP electorate to be leaning right- 
ward and ignoring this would-be sui- 
cidal approach for the NRP, it is 
contended. 


BUT HAMMER does not subscribe 
to the notion that while his party 
was hurt by the ultra-Orthodox it bit 
into Tehiya’s support; and that 
while the religious community may 
be in the process of haredization the 
NRP is becoming increasingly 
nationalistic. 

“I don’t agree that we brought 
about the decrease in Tehiya sup- 
port. I don’t even think the Tehiya 
necessarily Jost. With Tzomet they 
had five seats previously, and that 
remains their combined strength — 
only it's now under two banners. 
The appearance of Moledet too had 
impact. No one can tell for sure 
where votes meander,” he stresses. 

He admits that this time the NRP 
did come out top of the heap in the 
beyond-the-Green-Line settle- 
ments. “But that, at most, brought 
us 4,000 votes, about half of what 
we got in the Arab and Druse sector 
— where, incidentally, our strength 
did not dimish. Four years ago Mat- 


zad’s walkout cost us 15,000 votes; 
and now, when Meimad on the oth- 
er side of the spectrum bolted. 
it too cost us about 15,000. What 
Matzad brought back, Meimad took 
out. 

“The rest of the NRP is not ex- 
treme and remains pluralistic. It's 
not a homogeneous bloc of national- 
istic hawks," Hammer argues. “The 
fact that we opted for a Likud coali- 
tion does not indicate otherwise. We 
did so in Burg's day as well,” he 
points out. “We are a group with a 
deep love and commitment to Eretz 
Yisrael and our vanguard is Gush 
Emunim, but that doesn’t make us 
rightwingers. In the NRP we are not 
rightists or leftists but religious Zi- 
onists. Those who set up Meimad 
really have representatives in me 
and Yigal Bibi." 


THE DWARFING of the NRP may 
stem from an increasing turn to- 
wards the haredi brand of Judaism 
within the religious community. In 
the past, it should be recalled, the 
combined strength of the religious 
parties was not lower but the pro- 
portions were reversed with the Zi- 
onist NRP gamering two-thirds of 
the support. 

But Hammer doesn't believe that 
the Zionists are losing the battle in 
the religious camp. He cautions us

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50 rapidly in the couple 
of decades that their ponies 
have given too little thought to-pre- 
venting their misuse. Giant comput- 
ers ed up in cavernous rooms 
have long been replaced by smaller 
but much more powerful central 
Processing units connected to termi- 
nals, or personal computers con- 
nected to each other by ordinary 
telephone links or data lines. With 
computers becoming familiar and 
accessible to the public. the poten- 
tial of causing mischief grows. 


America, which has been surpris- 
ingly ical about computer 
security, was shocked into reality 
earlier this month, when a 23-year- 
old Cornell University graduate stu- 
dent, Robert Morris Jr., allegedty 
sabotaged 6,000 computers by creat- 
ing a “virus” from a computer at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy (MIT) and sending it through 
the Arpanet information grid to oth- 
er subscribers. 


To do this, he apparently man- 
aged to decipher and use almost 300 
passwords. Almost simultaneously, 
computers from the MIT itself in the 
East to the University of California 
at Berkeley in the West slowed to a 
snail's pace as rapidly multiplying 
electronic files clogged their storage 
systems. 

The Morris escapade even in- 
duced the staid New York Times to 
publish an editorial castigating the 
young man for his “electronic sabo- 
tage” and demanding that the law 
define his and similar acts as a 
crime. 

The “virus” (actually a computer 

e that wreaks bavoc on 
the machine) even managed to “‘in- 
fect” the Naval Research Laborato- 
ry in Washington, the Los Alamos 
National Lab in New Mexico and 
other sensitive operations. The con- 
nection of computers into far-flung 
networks during the current decade 
has made each individual computer 
much more susceptible to penetra- 
tion by an outsider. 

It quickly developed that his fa- 
ther, Robert Morris, Sr., is chief 
scientist at Maryland’s Nationai 
Computer Security Centre and a 

expert on fighting the 
kind of computer “virus™ that he 
said his son disseminated “out of 
boredom.” Alerted in time. big 
computer users like the Defence 
Department shut down their sys- 
tems without delay; despite the mas- 
sive mischief, no files were de- 
stroyed and no secret information 

breached. 


THERE HAVE been similar, hut 
less serious, “infections” in Israel; 
and experts claim that two new 
“strains” — the Ping: -Pong and Paki- 
stani “viruses” — have arrived, 
bringing the kinds discovered here 
to seven. 

A few months ago, an Israeli suc- 
ceeded in sending a phony story 
about a man he didn’t like from the 
U.S., over computer communica- 
tion lines, to the central computer of 
the Yediot Aharonot newspaper i 
Tel Aviv. The paper apologized and 
aed worked to bolster its secu- 


spring. stories about local 
viruses" that supposedly would 
shut down thousands of computers 
on Israel's Independence Day 
caused much panic, and sales of 
“anti-viral vaccine” produced hand- 
some profits for their developers. 
No catastrophe occurred. 

Dlega! copying of diskettes (those 
Pia goat of thin plastic that 
took like 45 rpm recordings and are 
inserted into the disk drives of per- 
sonal computers) has become so 
rampant, that buying such software 
is the exception rather than the rule. 
Computer 


their software see their royalties 
melt, and they therefore charge 
higher prices for the diskettes they 
do sell. 


The 4,000-strong proliferation of 
separate data banks in Israel con- 
tains a compendium of information 
about every one of us, and is anoth- 
er great cause for worry. There is no 
single centralized data bank in the 
country, and those that exist are 
purposely not linked, so that even a 
person with access to several cannot 
find out when you bought a new car 
or apartment, applied for a passport 
for travel abroad, or invested in 
stocks. But citizens are almost total- 
ly unaware of their legal right to 
change incorrect data about them in 
any of these banks. 


BECAUSE THINGS change so 
quickly in the computer field, the 
government and the Knesset 
haven't been able to keep up with 
new developments; no law has yet 
been passed to make computer 
crimes clearly illegal and state who 
must compensate for damages.

One thing about the haredim puzzies me. I was 
first taken to Mea Shearim by my brother, who had 
lived many years in Palestine before the state was 
established, and who was both friendly with the 
haredim, and proud of them, 1 think because they 
proved how diversified the Jews were. At that time 
it was a nasty offence to take a photograph of a 
baredi - if a tourist had a camera, any haredi in the 
vicinity would cover his face in great haste with his 
hat, so as not to violate the commandment against 
graven images. 

Nowadays, every rabbi and Orthodox politician, 
as well as their rank-and-file supporters, is as keen 
to get on television as any litdle boy jumping up and 
down, waving his arms, and screaming at camera- 
men, “Photograph me!

WE GOT a very lucid explanation of the politicali 
Situation from‘Dablia Shapiro on the Gazit show. 
In a stage whisper she told us that she had the 
inside dope — it was all Mafia. To prove this, she 
quoted what the.politicians had said about one 
another in their pre-election propaganda. It’s all 
like Dynasty, she said. First lady Krystal wanted a 
baby; when she got it she wanted a horse, The 
politicians were exactly like that. The bargaining 
was like Blake putting in a takeover bid for an oil 
well. “Now do you understand?” she concluded, 
with a knowing wink. 

She certainly had a point — it’s amazing how the 
Politicians can now get together and be the best of 
friends, after all the terrible things they said. 
Somebody tried to console us by pointing out 
that in the Fifties, the Orthodox had 17 Knesset 
Seats, 50 things have not changed so much. This 
Provides no real consolation. In those days, they 
were led by Rabbi Fishman (later called Rabti 
Maimon), then by Moshe Shapiro, then by Dr. 
Yosef Burg, in his pre-1967 rational period. Ail 
they wanted was the safeguarding of their legiti- 
mate Orthodox interests, and they never bothered 
about how the secular behaved: They could be 
relied upon to support Ben-Gurion in regard to

defence, foreign affairs and the economy. What a 
change has taken place in them since we released 
the Golem of colonialism! 


THE DESTRUCTION of the 11 Arab houses 
brought us some brilliant television -- Gil Sedan’s 
coverage in the Friday night magazine. He brought 
home to us by interviews with the families rendered 
homeless how respettable they had been, and how 
awful their plight had become. 

They had built on their own privately owned land 
after living for years with families in a town filled to 
bursting with inhabitants. The land was admittedly 
agricultural, but for five years they had been trying 
to ge plans approved, and had foundered on the 
rocks of bureaucracy — it is probable that the bu- 
reaucrats were following the policy of Israel 
Koenig, the former district commissioner, who 
drew up a blueprint for making the Israeli Arabs so 
miserable that they would voluntarily emigrate. 

So there were riots in Taibe. An Arab leader 
exclaimed, ‘‘What do you expect? That we would 
sit with folded arms? What would happen in Tel 
Aviv if 11 houses were blown up?” 

I thought of his last question when Moshe Arens, 
the minister responsible for Israeli Arab affairs, 
came on to defend the indefensible government 
action. In his smooth, unctuous way he talked 
about Israel being a Jand of law, and promised that 
plans for the expansion of Arab towns would be 
passed “in a reasonable time.” 

How long is reasonable? Another five years? In 
the meantime, will more houses be destroyed and 
more families made homeless while planners cogi- 
tate for years on possible building plans for the 
Arabs? 

We still haven’t been told who decided on this 
mad provocation at this most unsuitable of times, 
when for practical purposes the government was 
hardly functioning. Was it some bureaucratic disci- 
ple of Ze’evi? 


” The predictably inevitable result, apart from the 
riots in Taibe, was Tuesday's general strike among 
the Israeli Arabs. This was reviewed on the Erev 
Hadash five o'clock news by Ibrihim Nimr Hus- 
seini, the Mayor of Tira, who is extremely photope- 
nic and has a very good television personality. He 
was handled adroitly by Rafi Reshef, an ideal 
interviewer, far superior to other abrasive charac- 
ters who do interviews on this programme with the 
maximum of arrogance. 

The mayor told us proudly that the whole Arab 
community had been solidly behind the strike and

that there had not been a single instance of vio- 
lence. They had come to an agreement with the 
police that the local councils would maintain law 
and order, provided the police did not enter any 
town or village. The police bad agreed, and the 
plan had worked, probably to the disappointment 
of whoever is trying to provoke an extension of the 
intifada within the Green Line. 


Reshef asked the mayor about his reaction to the 
Algiers declaration, and he answered that, of 
course, all the Israeli Arabs were delighted about 
the fulfilment of Palestinian dreams. He added ἃ 
thought that caught Reshef by surprise -- he said 
that the Jews should also be thrilled. because Al- 
giers meant that the Palestinians were recognizing 
the legitimacy of Israel at last. 


THE REACTIONS of some Israelis were as pre- 
dictable as the saliva of Paviov’s dogs when shown 
food. Shamir denounced the apparent olive branch 
as another vicious dirty trick on the part of Arafat 
to destroy Israel. 


A similar stand, although expressed more calm- 
ly, was adopted by Binyamin Netanyahu when he 
was interviewed, together with Yossi Sarid, on 
Reshef's news programme. His attitude provoked 
Sarid into asking what Arafat would have to say to 
get a positive response fron Netanyahu? Sarid sus- 
pected that the Likud reaction would be negative if 
Arafat said that Israel should annex the territories. 

Sarid concluded that the Likud leaders really do 
not want any change, and that they did not want to 
talk to the Palestinians under any circumstances. 
Israeli leaders have said for years that the PLO 
must accept Resolution 242 and renounce terror 
before we can talk to them. I often wondered what 
would be our reaction if the PLO called our bluff 
and did these things. 

Now they seem to have done so, although Sarid 
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wamed us correctly against jumping to conclusions 
before we have studied the text of the declaration. 
President-elect George Bush was also cautiously 
waiting for the text. But it is clear that neither 
Shamir nor Netanyahu would bother to read it -- 
Sarid is right, as far as they are concemmed. They 
would never accept anything that the PLO said. If 
the PLO sang “Hatikva.” Shamir would say it's just 
another diabolical act of terror. 


ON MONDAY. This is the Time brought us a 
remarkable psychiatrist.

Prof. Frankl explained that his tests must be 
applied to every single individual situation, that he 
does not offer a broad standard gauge, any more 
than a chessmaster can offer anything but a specific 
solution to a specific problem. He said that his tests 
could be applied even in Auschwitz (where he was 
incarcerated) as aids to survival. 


I was immensely impressed. I have always won- 
dered at man’s amazing capacity for adaptation to 
any situation, however desperite. 


In fact, 1 was able to apply his theory when a 
liberal young American immigrant, horrified by the 
elections, asked for my advice as a veteran Israeli 
how to live happily here after such a blow. I advised 
him, ‘In Israel, if Bezek doesn't get you, the 
income tax people will. If the income tax people 
don't get you, the Arabs will. If the Arabs don’t get 
you, the chauvinists will. If the chauvinists don't 
get you, the haredim will. If the haredim don’t get 
you, play tennis and live happily ever after.”

The re- 
peated emphasis on makom, 
“place.” must carry with it a very 
singular and important message. It 
does not refer to “a place” or “a 
certain place,” as some translators 
render it, but to “the” place. It 
seems to us that the repeated em- 
phasis on makom signifies that we 
are dealing here with some special 
makom, a makom kadosh, a holy 
place, “holy” meaning distinctive, 
different. What makes a place holy, 
according to the Judaic understand- 
ing of holiness, is that through the 
“holy” we are invited to encounter 
God, who is the sole source of Holi- 
ness (as he is called hakadosh, the 
Holy One, baruch hu, blesed be 
He). 

While “holy times” were revealed 
= to us much earlier, with the sanctifi- 

- gation of the seventh day, the Sab- 
mick eee 
tion in a “| Space.” 
Jacob discovered makom, the holiness 
inherent in the Holy Land, which rep- 
resents, according to the Mishna 


Jacob can thus be credited with 
the historic discovery of biblical 
“holy space,” exemplified by Eretz 
Yisrael, a holy land in the centre of 
which is the Beit Hamikdash, the 
“home of holiness.” Thus, Rashi, 
without any hesitation, posits that 
the makom ized by Jacob is 
none other than Mount Moriah. 

it is there that the heavenly dream 
takes place. Following the encoun- 
ter with the Lord “standing over 
above him,” Jacob exclaims: “Sure- 
ly, the Lord is in ‘this place’ (barna- 
kom hazeh) and I did not know it! 
Shaken, he said: ‘How awesome is 
this place (hamakom hazeh), this is 
none other than the abode of God, 
and the gateway to heaven. Early in 
the moming, Jacob took the stone 
that he had put under his head and 
set it up as a pillar and poured oil on 
it. He named ‘that place’ (hama- 
kom) Beth-el.” 

Again, in Jacob's excited excla- 
mation following the dream in which 
God is revealed to him, we note that 
makom is mentioned no less than 
three times! 

At the end, he marks the place by 
setting up an altar and a sanctuary, 
which usually serve as the visible 
manifestation of holy space amidst 
the mundane. In Jacob’s words: “A 
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(tractate Kelim 1,6), the first basic 
level of kedusha (sacredness). It is 
followed by nine successively higher 
levels culminating in the “Holy of 
Holies” of the Temple in Jerusalem. 
Tt is worth noting that, in post- 
biblical early rabbinic parlance, ma- 
kom becomes a prevalent appelia- 
tion for God (see at length A. A. 
Urbach, The Sages. pp. 53-64). 


HOLY SPACE and “holy places” 
(mountain tops, rivers, trees, etc.) 
were, to be sure, known to humans 
prior to the Bible, As early as we 
can trace human civilization, we find 
the human urge to “set aside” some 
special spots and consider them 
“holy.” But the Bible, we believe, 
introduced a thorough revolation in 
the concept of the Sacred in all three 
dimensions of time, space and person 


commandment, “you shall be holy”). 
Holiness does not appear in any creat- 
ed object, nothing is holy in itself. It 
exists only when it serves as a vehicle 
for the in this world of the 
Holy One, the Creator of heaven and 


gateway to heaven.” 

As Jacob is about to leave the 
holiness of the land which he has 
just now sensed and declared, to go 
to lands contaminated with idolatry, 
God repeats His promise to be with 
him even in the fand of his exile and 
that he will give him the land first 
promised to Abraham and Isaac. 
“The land on which you are lying I 
will give to you.” According to rab- 
binic interpretation in the Talmud 
(TB Hulin 91a) God “rolled the 
whole of the land of Israel ander 
him." Jacob was now lying not just 
on one small piece of land, the 
length of his body. All Eretz Yisrael 
was rolled beneath him, as he took 
leave of it. 

The fact that he was carrying 
along with him into exile all of Eretz 
‘Yisrael, rolied up in one bundle of 
yearning for its holiness as Jews did 
following him, for thousands of 
years, was his sound assurance that 
eventually, some day, he was going 
to return.

"If only my 
people would listen to me, if Israel 
would walk in my ways. I would

(Psalms 81). The Ramban writes in 
his commentary on Parashat Bo that 
Israel does not exist according to the 
laws of nature. "If the Lord does not 

the city, the watchman wa- 
keth but in vain" (Psalms 127). “The 
Lord shall fight for you, and ye shall 
hold your peace’ (Exodus 14,14).

Soviet Union reiterates: 
panel will be 


anti-Zionist 


disbanded by year’s end

WASHINGTON - Samuel Zivs, the 
first vice-chairman of the Soviet 
Union's official anti-Zionist com- 
mittee, has reiterated that it will be 
“disbanded shortly, no later than by 

the end of this year.” 

During a visit to New York this 
week, Zivs also said that his com- 
mittee’s activities “were not intend- 
ed to be, contrary to how they have 
unfortunately been perceived, anti- 
Semitic.” 

He said that he was “sincerely 
committed and excited" about what 
he described as “the new begin- 
nings™ in the Soviet Union's rela- 
tionship with the American Jewish 
community. 

“Iam looking forward to working 
with the Jewish community both in 
the U.S. and my own country,” he 
added. 

Zivs made the comments in a let- 
ter to New York City Councilman 
Noach Dear and Albert Reich- 
mann, a wealthy Canadian Jewish 
businessman with extensive proper- 
ty in New York. 

Zivs first announced that the anti- 


Zionist committee would be dis- 
banded in December 1987, during 
the Reagan-Gorbachev summit in 
Washington. 

Dear, in his capacity as the chair- 
man of the New York City Council's 
subcommittee on human rights, has 
made three separate trips to the So- 
viet Union in the past two years in 
order to help Soviet Jews. He made 
Zivs’ letter available to The Jerusa- 
fem Post. 

Dear and Reichmann were 
among those who hosted a visiting 
Soviet delegation to New York this 
past week. The head of the delega- 
tion was Nikolai Koletznik, chair- 
man of the Council of Ministers for 
the Ukraine. Also in the delegation 
were Rabbi Adolf Shayevich, the 
chief rabbi of Moscow, and Zivs 
himself. . 

Dear, Reichmann and a group of 
other Orthodox New York Jews 
have been very active in trying to 
help Soviet Jews obtain prayer 
books and other religious artifacts in 
order to practise Judaism in the So- 
viet Union. In that connection, they 
have been working with Soviet 
authorities. 


Interfaith group plans 
a different kind of summit

The Israel Interfaith Council in- 
cludes among its ranks world-re- 
nowned thinkers and scholars, But it 
has been financially bankrupt and 
organizationally in disarray in the 
last few years. 

Now the ΠΕ is on its way to recov- 
ery and bas high hopes for the future, 
says Shmuel Toledano, the new 
chairman of its executive 
committee. 

Toledano, a descendant of a fam- 
ily of distinguished rabbis and him- 
self a former Arab Affairs Adviser 
to the prime minister admitted that, 
with a debt of $200,000 and no 
promises of support, the ΠΟ had 
considered disbanding. But this pos- 
sibility was rejected, because it ap- 
pears that striving for mutual under- 
Standing is today more important 
than ever, 

The debt should be eliminated 
through the sale of a Tel Aviv prop- 
erty, he said. The IEC also intends 
holding a general meeting in Jaou- 
ary to approve ἃ constitution which 
will revamp the association. 

Among next year's projects is a 
“summit meeting of Christians, 
Jews and Moslems” to be financed 
by a Japanese group concerned with 
furthering brotherhood, Toledano 


said. Representatives of the Japa. 
nese came to Israel after visiting 
Egypt and Saudia Arabia. 

As might be expected, Moslem 
leaders in those countries said they 
could not come to Israel as long as 
the intifada continued. But, added 
Toledano, Moslem leaders from 
non-Arab countries have agreed to 
come. 

Recently, Toledano and Sir Sig- 
mund Stermberg, chairman of the 
executive of the International Coun- 
cil of Christians and Jews, met with 
Archbishop of Canterbury Dr. Rob- 
ert Runcie and with British Chief 
Rabbi Lord Jacobovitz. 

But in contrast to other countries, 
where religious leaders meet with 
each other to promote brotherhood, 
Toledano thought that the ΠΟ must 
work outside Israel’s established re- 
ligious and official frameworks. 

He admitted that he saw no hope 
for the present of including Arabs in 
East Jerusalem or the occupied ar- 
eas in any sort of dialogue. but add- 
ed that Israeli Arabs have partici- 
pated in such discussions for many 
years. 

For many of them, it is now more 
important than ever, just as it is for 
many Jews, to reach out toward any- 
thing which might bring greater un- 
derstanding, he said.

“not to interpret electoral returns 
too hastily. It’s still premature to 
draw conclusions. Off-the-cuff anal- 
ysis may be totally misleading. We 
don't know, and no one gt this junc- 
ture can possibly pretend to know. 
how deep the trends run and how 
much that has just happened at the 
polls will affect real trends within 
the religious community: how much 
the vote reflected the actual makeup 
of the community; and how much it 
will shape its structure in future.” 

Hammer is convinced that “the 
success of the haredi lists must be 
seen against the background of the 
paradoxical ferocious holy war 
waged within that community over 
seats in what many there regard as 
the ‘unholy’ Knesset. So ferocious 
was the it, that these parties 
started going after non-religious 
support; and I would hazard 2 guess 
that at least half of their 13 Knesset 
seats came from non-haredi voters. 

“The entry into the political arena 
of a giant like the Lubavicher, who 
is venerated by many non-haredi 
people and who mobilized his con- 
siderable organizational infrastruc- 
ture, certainly improved the for- 
tunes of Aguda whose natural size, 
together with breakaway Degel Ha- 
tora, is some four MKs. Three of the 
five which Aguda won are certainly 
thanks to the Lubavicher (and I see 
a great source of frustration here for 
his Habad court: not only does it 
have no voice in the Aguda Knesset 
faction, but its entry into politics 
may close before it doors that were 
hitherto open).” 

Hammer sees the results of simi- 
lar charismatic intervention for 
Shas. “The fact that Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef resigned from the rabbinical 
court to pursue the campaign trail 
by helicopter is not to be discount- 
ed. Among Oriental Jews especial- 
ly, the reverence for a charismatic 
leader cannot be understated. Shas 
went a step further than what the 
Likud did in offering the Orientals 
an opportunity for a political protest 
vote against the Labour establish- 
ment. Shas also offered a cultural- 
religious protest. The NRP, when 
all is said and done, was unprepared 
to battle such charismatic personal- 
ities, their blessings and curses. Pos- 
sibly we were judged as being too 
‘establishment’ despite all the 
NRP’s internal upheavals.” 


HAMMER ARGUES that “the 
fact that Shas clearly made a pitch 
for the non-religious vote created a 


weird phenomenon of a party, many 
of whose voters are at most tradi- 
tional, but whose leadership is ultra- 
Orthodox. Of 130 soccer players 
polled before elections, nine said 
they support Shas; those who play 
on Shabbat would actually appear to 
be the most unlikely Shas voters! 

“But while the non-religious vot- 
ed Shas, many in the Zionist-reli- 
gious camp, being so involved with 
issues of defence and territories, just 
simply cast their ballots for the large 
[secular] party of their preference. It 
may be a measure of our success 
that ours is no longer an insular 
population. You find hospital de- 
partment heads and high-ranking 
army officers with a national-reli- 
gious background, but this openness 
also means voting for other parties. 

“In fact. I often hear young peo- 
ple in our milieu say they wish they 
could cast two ballots each. one for 
the secular party which most closely 
mirrors their political convictions, 
and a second for the NRP because it 
would ensure the fine Zionist-reli- 
gious education they want for their 
youngsters,” Hammer reports. 

He sees the long-term implica- 
tions of the haredi blitz as “far from 
clear. There is the question of 
whether a party like Shas won't 
meet Tami’s end. Like Tami, Shas 
presented itself as a Likud ally and, 
as such, carved into Likud support. 
Its very threat to ‘go it’ with Labour 
may have convinced some of its sup- 
porters already that it's safer to vote 
directly for the Likud. In the past 
few days, indeed, Shas people 
talked about great grassroots pres- 
sure to go with the Likud. They 
cannot overrule their electorate. It 
remains to be seen whether an ultra- 
Orthodox leadership for traditional 
voters can hold on to its support and 
render actual sociological-conceptu- 
al changes in this group,” Hammer 
says. 

He suggests that it may well be 
that “the Shas supporters will stop 
half-way and next time vote NRP.“ 
Hammer further maintains that 
both Aguda and Shas “engage in 
double-speak as they address very 
Orthodox and secular segments of 
the population simultaneously. Per- 
haps these parties” very growth will 
paradoxically be what changes them 
and what will bring about modera- 
tion. Such parties can no longer re- 
main intolerant if they want to keep 
their following. Consideration of 
who supports them may result in a 
much milder line. Surely, Aguda 
with a Habad backbone is not the 
same because its attitude to military 


service, for example, cannot remain 
unaltered when Habad members 
serve in the IDF.” 


THE NRP LEADER is aware that 
many of today's haredi camp leaders 
are graduates of the school system 
cultivated by the NRP. Among 
them is Shas's Peretz, a number of 
other Shas MKs and even Degel Ha- 
tora’s Rabbi Avraham Ravitz, a fact 
which perhaps explains his sabra 
slang. Is the NRP, which produces 
such ultra-Orthodox figures, per- 
haps becoming more haredi itself, 
possibly in reaction to ultra-Ortho- 
dox competition? 

Hammer thinks not; he explains 
that “there have always been (and 
still are today) three types of gradu- 
ates from our educational instit- 
tions. Most continue on the straight 
path of religious Zionism. Others 
remove the kippa and become secu- 
lar. Still others take their religiosity 
all the way back into the haredi 
world.” 

He suggests we not confuse “the 
trend which exists in NRP circles to 
place a greater accent on closer reli- 
gious observance. with harediza- 
tion. Ever since we set up high- 
school yeshivot alongside ordinary 
religious secondary schools, we 
have been producing more Tora 
scholars and rabbis. I am aware of 
the charge that many of the teachers 
at these yeshivot. as in state reli- 
gious schools. are increasingly 
drawn from the haredi world. possi- 
bly accounting for what is seen as 
haredization. Once it was so be- 
cause, when we first set up our high- 
school yeshivot, we did not have 
enough of a rabbinical teaching res- 
ervoir of our own. But now that our 
yeshivot are producing rabbis, we 
are drawing on our own excellent 
cadre.” he says. 

Many parents want more of this 
deeper religious education, Ham- 
mer admits; but he emphasizes that 
“the test is not whether this educa- 
tion is more Tora-oriented but 
whether it’s Zionist. There is even a 
move against co-ed state religious 
schools, but that doesn’t make our 
people less Zionist, just as the fact 
that voting for haredi lists doesn't 
make people less Zionist but may 
bring the haredim closer to Zionism. 

“The real test is whether the celi- 
gious population aspires to greater 
cooperation with the secular popu- 
lation in the building and defence of 
this country. I think 90 per cent of 
our public desires this wholeheart- 
edly and this is the real political 
litmus test."

A Haifa company called Eliashim 

claims to have its own device that 
turns ordinary diskettes into pro- 
tected ones that cannot be copied. 
Founded in 1982 by computer ex- 
perts Eli Gamush and Shimon 
Grapper, the company doubled last 
year’s turnover to $600,000 this year 
and expects to top $1 million next 
year. 
Marketing director Motti Kodo- 
vitzki told The Jerusalem Post that 
many Israeli computer firms have 
come around to the realization that 
anti-copy protection is vital. Micro- 
pro, which markets the Wordstar 
word-processing programme in En- 
glish, halted sales in Israel because 
so many people were using pirated 
diskettes. 

Eliashim, says Kodovitzki, is 
keenly interested in export, and has 
contracts that allows companies in 
the U.S., France, Spain and Britain 
to sell only its products. He claims 
to control 80 per cent of the protect- 
ed-diskette market in Israel as well. 


IF A SOFTWARE company wants 
its diskettes to be uncopyable, it 
pays anywhere from NIS 4 to 
NIS 12 per diskette (it’s cheaper for 
larger amounts of software) to run 
them through Eliashim’s machine. 
His main competitor is the Iris com- 
pany, which produces protection on 
a regular IBM PC, but Kodovitzki 
claims only Eliashim offers a com- 
plete guarantee against copying. 

Other Eliashim products include 
an internal computer card that limits 
access to unauthorized users, while 
another preserves data from being 
lost during a power failure. Yet an- 
other claims to be effective in de- 
stroying “all seven types of “virus- 
es" discovered in Israel so far.” 

Computer “viruses.” of course, 
do not infect other diskettes by be- 
ing placed together with them in the 
same storage box. The “infected” 
diskette must be run through a com- 
puter to “infect” the machine. In 
effect, the “‘virus” orders the com- 
puter to copy unwanted files over 
and over, jamming the computer's 
memory and eventually shutting 
them down. 


Asked about the theory that the 
“viruses” were initially spread by 
software companies that had “vac- 
cines” to destroy them, Kodovitzki 
says he knows that a certain local 
company was caught doing exactly 
this, but the plot boomeranged. The 
word spread and no one was willing 
to do business with that company 
anymore. But the panic about “vi- 
ruses” spread by pirated copies has 
admittedly been good for business. 
Eliashim sells 10,000 protected dis- 
kettes a month. 

He believes that in five years it 
will be almost impossible to find an 
unprotected diskette. This, he says, 

il! result in lower prices on com- 
puter programmes, because soft- 
ware developers who want and de- 
serve ἃ decent return on their work 
will make more sales, Computer 
hardware companies never consid- 


ered making it impossible to copy 
diskettes on personal computers, as 
it is perfectly legal to make extra 
copies of your own files or diskettes 
that you purchased, rather than pi- 
tated froni other“sources.**" ὁ 
Thomas Prugh, of Information 
Security International in Silver 
Spring, Maryland, was quoted as 
saying that computer security in the 
U.S. bad been on a steady down- 
trend since the 50s, when only a few 
people were permitted to use each 
giant. isolated computer. But 
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awareness has grown dramatically 
with each new report about “virus- 
es.” It was “all very predictable in 
advance,” he continued. “The prob- 
Jem stems not from fantastic genius 
{by the hackers who break into com- 
puter systems] but from fantastic 
stupidity [by the people responsible 
for protecting their computers]. 
ith so many warnings about 
threats to computer security, the 
time has come for our own govern- 
meat and legislation to control the 
phenomenon, before it is too late.

THE DECISION announced last 
week by U.S. food giant Sara Lee to 
acquire a 25.1% stake in Delta-Galil 
Tadustries -- Israel's second largest 
textile manufacturer - is probably 
one of the most interesting business 
transactions te take place here this 


First, consider that the tendency 
in recently has been for foreign in- 
vestors to pull our of the country 
rather than to expand their interests 
here. This, of course, can be attrib- 
uted to a number of factors includ- 
ing an uncertain economic climate, 
excessive bureacratic red-tape, and 
prohibitive rates of taxation. 

Second, consider that export-ori- 
ented industries -- of which Delta- 
Galil is a leading example - have 
been the main victims of the govern- 
ment’s policy to maintain a frozen 

: exchange rate in recent years. Dov 
: Lautman, Delta’s president and also 
, head of the Manufacturers Associa- 
' tion, has long been one of the coun- 


| try’s most outspoken opponents of 


this “‘stability-at-all-costs” policy. 

Third, consider that of all the in- 
dustries which have taken a turn for 
the worse this year, the textile sector 
has undoubtedly been the most bru- 
tally affected. One of the main rea- 
sons for this is that it depends more 
than any other industry on the mar- 
kets and manpower of the territo- 
ries. Needless to say, then, the inti- 
fada has taken a severe toll on its 
sales and profitability. 


SO WHY DOES a company like 

Sara Lee, which operates in more 

than 30 countries aronnd the globe, 

markets its products in 145 coun- 

tries, and turns over $10.4 billion a 

year, want to get involved here? 

Because, as Lautman maintains, 
none of the above-mentioned fac- 

: tors worries the corporation. 

. “They see Delta purely as part of 

. their European strategy,” he says. 
“and they are not really interested 

_ in selling to the Israeli market.” 

: _ Unlike Delta, the bulk of Sara 
Lee's sales come from its own local 
market, the U.S. While exports 
have been growing, they currently 
aceountly for only 26% of the com- 
pany’s turnover, as against 80% at 
Delta. 

“They are interested in taking ad- 
vantage of our standing in the Euro- 
pean market,” Lautman points out, 
“since we are now Europe's largest 
manufacturer of men’s underwear.” 

What's more, he says, through its

Israel's free trade status in the Euro- 
pean market. Although local trade 
officials have taken great pains in 
Tecent years to “sell” Israel's key 
advantage as an investment centre -- 
it is the only country in the world to 
enjoy free trade status in both the 
U.S. and European markets — this 
campaign has, until now, borne little 
fruit. Sara Lee. in fact, is probably 
one of the few major American con- 
cerns to show interest in investing 
here as a means of penetrating the 
European market. 

This objective is made clear in 
Sara Lee's latest shareholders re- 
port, which defines what type of ac- 
quisitions the company is interested 
in making -- “businesses which fit 
Sara Lee Corporation's strategic fo- 
cus and which provide increased op- 
portunity for growth consistent with 
our. mission.” 


AND WHAT does Delta stand to 
gain from the partnership? Firstly, 
there's $16.7 million -- the value of 


the 25.1% stake Sara Lee will take 
over. But more important than the 
actual money, says Lautman, “‘is the 
value-added Delta will receive from 
Sara Lee's name.” And that is the 
reason, he explains, that he ap- 
proached the American company to 
begin with. 

While food businesses account for 
70% of its worldwide sales and non- 
food operations for 30%, Sara Lee 
ranks No. 1 in the world in panty- 
hose and gloves, No. 2 in men’s 
underwear, and it owns the largest 
sock factory in the U.S. Its interest 
in Delta, whose main areas of spe- 
cialization are men’s underwear, 
socks, towels, and polo shirts, is, 
thus, understandable. 

Among the famous brand-name 
products Sara Lee markets are 
Hanes, L'eggs, Isotoner, Bali, Jim- 
my Dean, Hillshire Farm, Nicholas, 
Kiwi, Fuller Brush, Coach, and Bill 
Blass. In fact, Delta has already 
been selling to Hanes and Bill Blass 
for years, and that's how its connec- 


tion with Sara Lee was initiated. 

Delta’s long-term plans. accord- 
ing to Lautman, call for maintaining 
growth at a level of 15-20% a vear. 
To achieve this goal, he realized that 
the company which he controls but 
which is also traded on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange, would need a large 
injection of capital. 

A year ago, he considered taking 
the company out to the Landon 
Stock Exchange. but just when his 
plans were beginning to materialize. 
“Black Monday™ came along. 

One of the reasons Delta is inter- 
ested in expanding. Lautman ex- 
plains, is that this growth will nelp it 
compete better against the giants in 
1992, when Europe will become one 
united free trade bloc. To further 
ensure its standing in the European 
market, Delta also recently set up a 
sock factory in Scotland. 


WITHIN THE next few days. Laut- 
man estimates. the agreement be- 
tween Delta and Sara Lee should be 


finalized. Under its terms, the 
Americzn company, aside from tak- 
ing over 23.1 of Delta's share cap- 
ital. will also receive 11.51% of the 
voting rights in the company. 

In addition. it will have the option 
over the next five years to invest at 
feast another $i$.7 m. in Delta. If it 
exercises this option, Sara Lee will 
hoid 41.3% of Delta's share capital 
and have 2}.6°u of the voting rights 
in the company. But Lautman, who 
founded the company in 1975, still 
intends to retain his controlling 
stake. 

One reason Sara Lee may not be 
frightened off by the prospects of 
investing in Israel's beleaguered tex- 
tile industry is that unlike other 
leading companies in the sector -- 
namely Polgat Industries and Kitan 
- Delta is stil! making money, albeit 
Mot as much as in the past. 

In the first six months of this year. 
the company reported a 20% drop 
in its net profits to NIS 4.1 πι.. com- 
pared with the same period last 
year. Its seles. meanwhile. rose 20% 
during this period to NIS 99.6 m. 

“We are doing well,” acknowl- 
edges Lautman. “but not as well 85} 
would like to be doing.” 

Part of the problem. he explains, 
has been the drop in demand im the 
European market. which meant that 
— Delta had τὸ spend more money on 
= promotional activities this year in 
= order to fulfil its sales forecasts. But 
Ξ the main viliain. in his opinion, has 
=been the government's policy of 

maintaining a frozen exchange rate 

at 2 iime when local costs have been 
rising. 

Unlike the other big names in the 
business. Delta has been spared the 
blows of the intifada. With all of its 
factories based up north, the compa- 
ny has not needed to use ja- 
bour from the territories, although 
many of its 3.000 employees are 
Druse and Israeli Arabs. Moreover, 
since must of its production goes for 
export. it has not been hurt by the 
sharp downturn in demand for tex- 
tile products in the territories. 

The lion's share of Delta’s exports 
go ta the European market. with 
Britain's Marks & Spencer chain 
constituting its largest customer. 

Lautman says he has no intention 
at the moment of diversifying out of 
his four main product groups, since 
there is still much potential for 
growth in each area. But this can 
only be fulfilled “under normal con- 
ditions.” as Lautman puts it — name- 
lv. a lifting of the freeze on the 
exchange rate.

JAPAN'S CAPITALIST conglom- 
erates can offer their employees 
something Israel's socialist concerns 
such as Koor are failing miserably to 
provide: the prospect of life-time 
employment. 

And according to Koichi Tsut- 
sumi, Japan’s outgoing ambassador 
to Israel, this life-time guarantee is 
part and parcel of his country’s stun- 
ning post-war industrial success. 

As inflation here once more be- 
gins to rise, with an expected annual 
rate of 17% following October's 
2.4% jump in the consumer price 
index, Japan cruises along with an 
annual inflation rate Israel hardly 
ever achieves in one month — ap- 
proximately 0.75%-1%. In terms of 
unemployment, only 2.5% of Ja- 
_pan's workforce are out of a job, 
compared to a rate of over 7% here. 
* In a recent lecture at the Hista- 
drut-sponsored Lavon Institute. 
Tsutsumi stressed that, “If you want 
to raise living standards here, you 
must be interested in modern indus- 
trial means of production.” 

Holding Japan up as the example 
of the modern way, he notes that it 
is taking time for other countries to 
adopt the ways and traditions of the 
Far East. Indeed, the recent expul- 
sion of the Great Britain's electri- 
cians and plumbers union from that 
country’s Trade Union Congress 
Toof organization, underlines how 
deep-rooted some opposition can be 
to Japanese-style labour relations. - 

The union was turfed out follow- 
ing its espousal of single-union, no- 
strike deals within individual fac-

tories, based to some extent on the 
Japanese model. It is no coincidence 
that the uriion began advocating 
such practices after the arrival in 
Britain of Japanese multinational 
companies as future employers. 


BUT WITHIN Japan, there are 
hardly ever any union problems, 
Tsutsumi declares, because the 
country does not have a tradition of 
trade or craft unionism. There are 
practically no vocational schools to 
teach students a trade as all the 
training is done by the big compa- 
nies themselves, on the shop floor. 
This means that unskilled re- 
cruits, straight out of school, owe 
their ability to eam a living to their 
companies and not to a union. On 
joining a company, the young grad- 
uate is introduced to a group of 10- 
12 workers. and these workers have 
the responsibility for training their 
new colleague. The young worker 
can then expect to spend the rest of 
his working life within that firm. 
Even if times get hard, companies 
do not lay off their permament staff, 
Tsutsumi states, for loyal workers 
are the company’s main asset. 
Periodically, jobs within the fac- 
tory are rotated so that workers can 
pick up new skills; as they increase 
their usefulness, their wages aiso 
rise. 
Such a system militates in favour 
of workers staying within their com- 
pany and not looking for greener 
pastures elsewhere. The longer a 
worker stays with his firm, the more 
skills he acquires and. as a result, 
the bigger his take-home wage pack- 
et. The system also makes it hard for 
workers to unionize on a craft basis

Tsutsumi explains, “sees himself as 
a member of the Nii Co. and 
not as steelworker. Companies are 
like communites and therefore each 
member is more prepared to work 
for the benefit of the company.” 

Japanese management, too, dif- 
fers from the European or Ameri- 
can models, according to the ambas- 
sador. “Our management is very 
production-orientated. Their main 
interest is how to introduce new 
technology to increase production. 
In Europe and the U.S., manage- 
ment's main interest is short-term 
profits,” he says with a certain note 
of pride in his voice. 

This stress on production leads to 
an ever-increasing demand for engi- 
neers and, at the moment, Japan has 
More engineering graduates each 
year than the United States. 

Engineers, too. also begin their 
professional life on the shop-floor, 
and this helps in the implentation of 
new technology, Tsumsuti says, 
adding that the workers have noth- 
ing to fear from the new machines as 
they have their guarantee of life- 
time employment. 

A motivated workforce, plus 
state-of-the-art-technology, adds up 
to economic success, the ambassa- 
dor states. 


ALL THIS sounds very rosy, but 
there is a sting in the tail. As far as 
the guarantee of life-time employ- 
ment is concerned, it is generally 
applicable to male workers only. 
Women who leave their firm to have 
children only return to work as part- 
time workers. 
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Tsumsuti says this is beginning to 
change as there are not enough 
young men entering the labour mar- 
ket, but he admits that even though 
the principle of equal money for 
equal work exists m Japan. most 
women are not given the same op- 
portunities as their male 
counterparts. 

Could other elements, then, of 
the Japanese success story be trans- 
lated to Israel? Tsumsuti admits it is 
not easy to transplant Japanese eth- 
ics overseas. such as the fervent loy- 
alty to the firm, but he does think 
certain ideas could be implemented 
here -- like on-the-job training and 
the use of small working teams, 
which he says promotes increased

TOKYO ~ The Recruit Cosmos fi- 
nancial scandal, which has gripped 
Japan since the summer, is begin- 
ning to bite deep into the country's 
political and business establishment. 

Japan's parliament established a 
special lower-house committee ear- 
lier this week to investigate the 
stock-trading scandal. The House of 
Representatives, or lower house, set 
up the special 50-member commit- 
tee in a session boycotted by the 
main opposition Socialist Party and 
the communists. 

‘What began as ἃ common case of 
bribery of a town hall official is 
starting to look like an attempt to 
buy influence on a grand scale by 
Hiromasa Ezoe, one of Japan's 
growing breed of self-made, super- 
rich businessmen. Even the most 
cynical an, who is well aware 
that money is the grease of Japanese 
politics, is starting to suspect that 
something extraordinary went on at 
Recruit, Ezoe’s master company. 

The committee is concentrating 
its inquiry on links between Recruit,

. the country's largest compa- 
ny; and the sdoucienation of Yacu. 
hiro Nakasone, the former prime 
minister. 


The probe centres on the sale in 
1986 to prominent people on favour- 
able terms of shares worth perhaps 
four billion yen to Recruit Cosmos, 
a property affiliate of Recruit. 
When Recmit Cosmos was floated 
on the over-the-counter market in 
October 1986, the shareholders 
made huge windfall profits. 

Nakasone’s aides and some of his 
closest political associates figure 
prominently among about 140 recip- 
ients of Recruit stock. So do three 
senior executives of NTT -- among 
them the two managing directors re- 
sponsible for dealing with Recruit, 
plus the secretary to Hisashi Shinto, 
the chairman. 

Investigators are trying to estab- 
lish if there is a corrupt connection 
between the distribution of shares 
and a remarkable series of coinci- 
dences in 1986. Japan was then in 
the middle of a row with the U.S. 
over its mounting export surplus, 
and Washington seized on a virtual 
absence of American supercom- 
puter sales to Japanese public orga- 
nizations as an example of a Japa- 
nese trade barrier. Nakasone was 
anxious to defuse the ent. 

In May, NTT, then wholly public- 
Jy owned, bought a supercomputer 
from Cray Research, the U.S. man- 
ufacturer, in a widely publicized 
deal that helped to pacify Washing- 
ton. Five months later, NTT quietly 
sold the machine to Recruit. 

Recruit bought the computer to 
use in its new venture — leasing high- 
speed data communciations circuits 
in bulk from NIT and marketing 
them to business customers. NTT 
established similar agreements with 
other companies, but did not pro- 
vide them with supercomputers. 

Subsequently, Recruit, a new- 
comer to telecommunications, won 
60% of the market. Competitors ac- 
cused NTT of favouritism. But 
Haruo Yamaguchi, the NTT presi- 
dent, this week denied that NIT 
had done Recruit any favouts in re- 
turn for the share deals. 

_ As well as the NTT connection 
investigators are trying to unravel 
the mysteries of Ezoe’s other share 
deals. Sixteen politicians have been

The boom in 
private consumption that was a pri- 
mary feature of 1986/87 has slowed 
sharply and in per capita terms, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics is ex- 
pecting a rise of only 3% this year, 
compared to 6%-7% last year. Even 
the demand for imported consumer 
durables is lower, with all items ex- 
cept vehicle imports off an overall 


1.5%. Spending on food, though, is 
beading for a 5% rise. 

Industrial production is expected 
to end 3% down on average 1987 
levels, while unemployment is head- 
ing upwards. It currently stands at 
around 7.2% of the workforce, Si- 
cron said, up from an average of 
6.9% in the third quarter, and less 
than 6% at the start of the year.

Banks will not 
wipe off huge 
kibbutz debts 


anking officials yesterday said 
they had no intention of writing off 
the huge debts owed them by the 
kibbutzim, and blamed the govern- 
ment for the deteriorating financial 
plight of the cooperative 
settlements. 

The total debt of the kibbutzim 
has been estimated at $4 billion, 
with about $3.7 million worth owed 
to local banks. The rest of the mon- 
ey is owed to suppliers and on the 
grey market. 

About two-thirds of this debt is 
accounted for by the United Kib- 
butz Movement, and the other third 
by the Mapam-affiliated Kibbutz 
Artzi movement. The single largest 
creditor is Bank Hapoalim, which 
holds about $2b. worth of kibbutz 
debt. Next in line is Bank Leumi,

The company was represented by 
attomeys Ram Caspi and Yisrael 
Kantor, who also submitted to the 
court details of Koor's recovery pro- 
gramme which was presented to the 
government and the banks last 
week, The attorneys asked the court 
to reject out-of-hand Bankers 
Trust's liquidation petition, alleged- 
ly filed because of Koor’s failure to 
repay ἃ $20 million loan to the bank. 

The court has not yet scheduled a 
hearing. Last month, it granted 
Koor a 30-day grace period to re- 
spond to Bankers Trust's suit. 

Officials at Bankers Trust last 
night hinted that they now ruled out 
any possibility of reaching an out-of- 
court settlement with Koor and that 
contacts between the two sides 
would now be made only through 
the court. 

Israeli banking sources mean- 
while, said their mitial reaction to 
Koor’s recovery programme was 
positive and they had agreed in prin- 
ciple to respond favourably to the 
company’s request to write off a to- 
tal of NIS 170m. worth of its debt. 
About NIS 120m. will be written off 
in 1988 and the rest next year.

Sugar Ray Leonard manages to 
be simultaneously one of the most 
exciting and one of the most alarm- 
ing figures in contemporary sport.

Yugoslav soccer exiles 
spark French discontent 


PARIS (Reuter) — The presence of a 
growing band of Yugoslav soccer 
exiles in France has lit the fuse of a 
.potentially explosive mood of dis- 
content as the two nations gear up 
for a vital world cup clash. 

Four players who earn their wages 
in France are in the Yugoslav squad 
to face new team chief Michel Pla- 
tini’s side in Belgrade tomorrow, 
prompting widespread talk of “spies 
in the camp” and “4 fifth colamn”. 

But most grating of all for Gallic 
patriots is that one of their oppo- 
nents will be veteran midfielder Sa- 
fet Susic, who became a naturalised 
Frenchman only last month. 

The decision to recall Susic, who 
last played for his country of origin 
during the 1984 European Champi- 
onship finals, ironicall aoe 


“National soccer federation presi- 
dent_Jean .Fournet-Fayard. con- 
demned the change of citizenship 
and called on French authorities not

“The problem posed by these na- 
turalisations of convenience is enor- 
mous,” he said.

Soviet clubs seek European 
success before player exodus 


LONDON (Reuter) - CSKA Mos- 
cow, the Soviet basketball champi- 
ons who supplied six of the Olympic 
title-winning team in Seoul last 
month, now seek to win the Europe- 
an Champions’ Cup before their 
leading players are allowed to join 
foreign teams next season. 

CSKA, who qualified for the final 
pool of the Champions’ Cup when 
they defeated Botevgrad of Bulgaria 
87-68 for_a 190-148 aggregate vic- 
tory, join seven other teams chasing 
a place in next April's tournament 
involving the top four. 

Some of the Soviet Union’s best 
players, including Lithuanians Ar- 
vadis Sabonis and Sharunaf Mar- 
chulenis and Alexander Volkov of 
CSKA., have signed to play in the 
NBA next year. Several others are 
bound for Western ic 

CSKA line up with Maccabi Tel 
Aviv, Scavolini Pesaro, Yugoplas- 
tika Split. Barcelona, Limoges, Den 
Bosch and Aris Salonika. The draw 
takes place tomorrow evening. 

The Moscow club clinched the So- 
viet title from Lithuanian side 
Zhalghiris when the Lithuanians 
were robbed by injury of their star 
player. the 2.19-metre Sabonis. 

Zhalghiris, strong contenders in 
the Cup Winners’ Cup, base their 
attractive playing style on the NBA 
teams they watch on Finnish televi- 
sion. employing a fast breaking. 
three-point shooting style. 

Sabonis dominates the rebounds 
and feeds the fast break with Rimas 
Kurtinaitis. Valdemaras Chomi- 
cuous and former Soviet captain 
Sergei Jovaicha netting most of the 
baskets. 

Jovaicha was cleared to play in 
Switzerland this season while West 


German club SSV Hagen wanted 
Kurtinaitis. but balked at the trans- 
fer fee of $200,000 demanded by the 
Soviet federation. 

Sabonis, set for a lucrative career 
with the Portland Trail Blazers, per- 
suaded his colleagues to stay togeth- 
er for one more season to attempt to 
win the Cup Winners’ Cup. 

Then the exodus of Soviet basket~ 
ballers will begin. Moscow will be 
hard hit, but the Lithuanians will 
have greater difficulty replacing the 
players who depart since they refuse 
to recruit players from other regions 
of the Soviet Union.

Secular lovers of sport are girding their loins for a great battle 
against the ultra-Orthodox politicians for Saturday sport - the right to 
play it, to watch it and to pay for watching it, Just as they have done 
ever since the state was established. The air is thick with remours of 
the demands that the almost omnipotent Orthodox politicians are 
going to make as the price for their entering a coalition government — 
one of these is certain to be the end of organised Saturday sport. 

Already one pillar of the Orthodox political community has indicat- 
ed that be sees no reason why soccer matches should not be played 
early on Friday afternoons or late on Saturday nights. It seems almost 
certain that a very strong attack will be launched against finishing the 
stadium in Jerusalem. for which Mayor Teddy Kollek bas fought so 


valiantly.

For instance, there is the question of attendances at soccer match- 
es. Last Saturday was a bad day to test these, because the weather was 
very poor: the attendance at all National League games was only 
19,000. The week before. when the weather was perfect. the atten- 


dance was 30,000. 


This figure must be at least doubled if the politicians are to hesitate 
about denying Saturday sport to the population. Sports-lovers must 
make up their minds to demonstrate by picking themselves up bodily 
and going to watch games, instead of merely biting on Sportoto and 
listening to the radio commentary at home. Administrators have got 
to make watching attractive, by reducing prices so considerably that 
people will think it worth while to go, and to take their children with 
them. Players must really put their hearts and souls into playing really 

soccer, that is worth watching, and must abandon their present 
atittude that they play all out only when in the mood. 

The glory of the administrators, the livelihoods of the players and 
the fun of the fans are all threatened. Now is the time for all of them 


to show that they care.

Peres slams PLO ‘smokescreen’

The Palestine National Council's 
declaration in Algiers, which refers 
to UN Security Council Resolution 
242, does not indicate any softening 
of the PLO position and, in fact, 
only complicates the issue by adding 
conditions to acceptance of the reso- 
lution, Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres said yesterday. 

Speaking to foreign correspon- 
dents during ἃ press conference at 
the Hilton Hotel in Jerusalem, Peres 
Tepeatedly attacked the PLO’s use 
of 242 as insincere. He said he was 
“alarmed” by the PLO’s attempt to 
exploit 242 as “camouflage” for its 
Teal intentions. 

“We feel very strongly that be- 
hind the smokescreen...of modera- 
tion, what really happened is that 
the PNC took a more extreme posi- 
tion.” Peres said. 

The foreign minister said the 
PNC's reliance on Resolution 181 as 


a basis for its declaration of an inde- 
pendent state without defined bor- 
ders and its mention of founding the 
State in stapes are clear indications 
that the PLO did not accept the 
substance of 242. but had used its 
name solely as a “headline.” 

“Resolution 242 is not an οπιᾶ- 
ment,” he said, “it is a carefully 
defined position.” 

Peres said Israel was approaching 
several nations in an effort to limit 
the “damage” caused by the PNC's 
declaration. 

Resolution 242, which has been 
accepted by Israel, Egypt, Jordan, 
the U.S., the Soviet Union and the 
Security Council, "15 a very precise 
formula which creates the necessary 
ambiguities," Peres said. ‘‘The 
slightest change in the formula can 
kill the chance of using it as a basis 
for negotiations. 

“By adding conditions to the reso- 
jution, the PLO is changing its con- 
tent. They are not accepting it, but 


IDF lifts record 
curfew in Gaza

GAZA CITY -- The six-day curfew 
in the Gaza Strip — the longest since 
Israel occupied the area in 1967 -- 
was lifted in most areas yesterday 
morning. 

People busied themselves replen- 
ishing food supplies until militant 
youths forced shopowners to close, 
and schools were open but pupils 
stayed home. Phone service and 
electrical power, cut during the cur- 
few, were restored. Sixteen people 
were shot and wounded in scattered

Khan Yunis. 

The IDF maintained a tight grip 
on the refugee camps, keeping Jeba- 
lya, Nuseirat, Deir al-Balah, Khan 
Yunis and Shaboura under curfew. 

Just: hours after the curfew was 
lifted in this city. two prominent 
personalities identified with the 
PLO endorsed the Palestine Nation- 
al Council's decision to declare an 
independent state on Tuesday. “I 
know, as a jurist, that it's not the 
usual way, but nevertheless it's a 
revolutionary attitude.” Zuhair 
Rayyes told The Jerusalem Post. 
“The decision was welcomed by ev- 
eryone; it lifted morale. My neigh- 
bours were clapping, shouting and 
ululating - the same way they cele- 
brate a wedding.” 


Islamic spiritual leader Sheikh 
Ahmed Yasin asserted that the dec- 
aration of independence was 
premature. 


Residents were upset over the 
PNC's decision to accept UN Securi- 
ty Council Resolution 242. “We 
gave Israel something and got noth- 
ing in return,” Yasin complained. 

But Rayyes, one of the drafters of 
the Palestinian National Covenant, 


said he believed the consensus in 
Gaza was to “give peace a chance.” 
Asked if he didn’t think peace 
would mean abandoning demands 
for the right to return to areas occu- 
pied in 1948, Rayyes said; “Let's not 
go into discussions like that, which 
will certainly create serious argu- 
ments [among us, and} may cause 
divisions....The boundaries should 
not be our problem now.” 

the refugees in Shati camp un- 
derstood that they would never re- 
turn to Jaffa and Haifa, they would 
not be enthusiastic about the Pales- 
tinian state, he said.

Labour team had been set up to 
discuss such a coalition, but that it 
had not yet met.

Shamir con- 
tinued to refuse to divulge precisely 
what he had promised the ultra-Or- 
thodox, but did tell the NRP that 
Shas had been offered two minis- 
tries and Agudat Yisrael, one. The 
NRP, for its part, refused to make 
any firm commitment on Shamir’s 
request to back the Likud's Haim 
Corfu for Knesset Speaker. 

Meanwhile, Shas has joined De- 
gel Hatora in demanding that the 
proposed conversion law be brought 
to a vote on the same day as the 
change in the Law of Return being 
sought by Agudat Yisrael.

Israel proposes it erect Taba markers at once

Israel bas proposed that it immediately begin 
erecting the 15 border markers along the inter- 
national border with Egypt at the locations de- 
termined by the arbitration panel in Geneva 
two months ago. 

The proposal refers mainly to border pillar 
91, just north of Taba. Its positioning has stirred 
up controversy between Israel and Eevpt from 
the time the peace agreement was signed in 
1979. 

Official sources in Jerusalem maintained yes- 
terday that by erecting the pillars Israel will, in 
effect, be signalling its acceptance of the arbi- 
tration verdict and its commitment to carry it 
out. At the same time, such a step has only 
“technical significance,” since the arbitrators 
did not decide on the demarcation of the border
